“That’s the reason why I love Him so,” the congregation 
continued. “For— 

“This is some kind of conference, I believe. It’s at...’ 

The conversation faded into the background and the 
hymn was finished. Later it was resumed. Now and then 
it intermingled with wisps of talk from our neighbors on 
the right. This informal visiting continued from time to 
time until the speaker managed to attract and hold at- 
tention by his message. 

We left hoping that what we had heard was not typical 
of that church or of others. That same evening, however, 
at another service elsewhere we were amazed to hear 
two young women near us carry on a whispered con- 
versation during the pastoral prayer. 


% % 
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Were these isolated instances? We think not. Others 
confirm our own observations. Evangelicals in their in- 
formality are often very informal indeed. Women es- 
pecially, according to our observations, are subject to 
the urge to talk in church. 

What is the maiter with us and with our public wor- 
ship? Do we regard our services as a form of Sunday 
entertainment? We profess to know God in truth and to 
delight in worshiping Him. Yet in the one or two hours 
a week which we give to public worship, how quickly 
we turn away from Him to prattle with one another! 

Were the apostle Paul writing today, would he be 
compelled to admonish your church as he did the church 
at Corinth (I Cor. 14:34), “Let your women keep 
silence’? Still worse, would he feel constrained to rebuke 
the men as well? 


About Those Flying Saucers 

We have no way of knowing how many of our readers 
are searching for flying saucers. Perhaps some, however, 
would appreciate this word from the New York Times 
and indirectly from the distinguished astronomer, Dr. 
Otto Struve of the University of California. 

Citing a talk by Dr. Struve before the Western Ama- 
teur Astronomers’ Convention, the Times observes that 
this authority and others in his field agree that of all the 
planets in the solar system only the earth can support 
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life as we know it. Mars has no chlorophyll producing 
vegetation and is short on water. Venus is cloaked in 
suffocating carbon dioxide with no free oxygen or water. 
Mercury is known to be hot enough to melt lead, and 
other planets have atmospheres of ammonia and methane. 

But what of worlds beyond our solar system? Dr. 
Struve concedes that among the millions on millions of 
stars in the Milky Way there may be a thousand worlds 
which are inhabitable—more probably ten or a hundred. 
But their average distance is some 50,000 light years 
from the earth. 

If intelligent creatures on one of these worlds could 
traverse space with the speed of light, the journey would 
still require 50,000 years one way. Those said to be 
cruising about our skies would therefore have had to 
leave home port some 50,000 years ago and would need 
another 50,000 years to return with a report. 

Interesting as all this is, we find more reassurance in 
the fact that God has revealed a specific and detailed pro- 
gram for this earth in its last days. Aside from possible 
reference to wonders in the heavens we see no indication 
that flying saucers or visitors from space are in God’s 
revelation. 

In any case, why should we be concerned about this 
matter? The worst that can be conjured up concerning 
invaders from space is trivial beside the fast-approaching 
judgment of this earth which God’s Word assures us is 
sure and certain. Perhaps our hearts should dwell on 
the scenes pictured in Revelation—and then in love con- 
strain us to warn and plead and pray a little harder before 
it is too late. 


For Sinners Only 

How easy it is, once the Saviour has turned our steps 
toward heaven, to forget that we are sinners. And yet 
sinners—not those who conceive themselves as righteous 
—are blessed of God. 

Only a sinner can see or know Jesus Christ as He 
really is—the Saviour.

Pilgrims’ Plight 

At this writing the world is again witness to the spec- 
tacle of Moslems from all over the world streaming into 
their holy city of Mecca. 

This year, however, a combination of circumstances 
resulted in thousands of the travelers becoming stranded 
at Beirut in Lebanon as they waited for airline passage 
on the last lap of their journey. 

In spite of hourly flights by U.S. C-54 transports in a 
hastily arranged air lift, a vast army of the pilgrims was 
unable to get transportation until the last hours before 
the Id Al Idha festival, after which the journey would 
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have been regarded as useless. Associated Press dis- 
patches told of weeping and wailing pilgrims, many of 
them old and most of them penniless, huddled dejectedly 
in makeshift camps as they faced the project of late 
arrival. 

Typical of the thousands was one eighty-five-year-old 
Iranian pilgrim, shabbily dressed and without funds. He 
had begun to save for his pilgrimage when ten years old, 
keeping his hoard buried beneath the mud floor of his 
hut. These savings had been spent for the spiritual bene- 
fits such a pilgrimage is supposed to bring. 

We who have received God’s salvation “without money 
and without price” know little of such sacrifice. How 
many of us who know the truth and rest at ease in Zion 
have shown a fraction of such zeal in laying up heavenly 
treasures that are real and certain? What are we doing 
now so that the millions like this Iranian pilgrim may at 
least hear the gopsel before they die? 


Behind the Sunday Problem 

Why should the Christian’s day of worship be regarded 
but lightly, even by so-called Christian nations? 

An interesting commentary on this problem comes in 
the form of two letters published in the Ceylon Daily 
News. One letter protests the action of a local Turf Club 
in agreeing not to hold races on a certain Saturday re- 
garded as holy by the Buddhists—but in racing as usual 
on the following Sunday. This letter was followed by a 
still more significant response. 

“I am rather intrigued by what one of your readers 
says about Sunday being a day of prayer for Christians,” 
the writer of this second letter begins. “Is it really? 

“Go to the morning and afternoon and night shows at 
our cinemas on Sundays—the Christians are there in 
their hundreds. 

“Go to the sea beach . . . and there you will see them 
sporting about the whole day on a Sunday. 

“Go to the jungles and there you will see huntsmen 
at their Sunday sport. 

“What a lot of liquor is consumed on Sundays and what 
a lot of card parties are there—facts are stubborn. 

“Sunday has become a day of jolly-making with most 
Christians and others alike and it makes no difference if 
a race meet is thrown in to add to the fun. If Sunday is 
to be observed by Christians as it should be, then Chris- 
tianity needs to be revived a hundredfold.” 


This is as outsiders see Sunday—and us. To them it 
makes no difference that professing as well as possessing 
Christians keep or misuse the Lord’s day. But if Sunday 
meant as much as it should to even the Bible-believing 
Christians, would not the world sense at least a hint of 
difference?

The Power of Example 

“Young people’s habits are more influenced by what 
their parents practice than by what they preach.” This 
is among the conclusions of researchers from Yale Uni- 
versity who recently polled 17,000 students in twenty- 
seven colleges of all types across the United States re- 
garding the students’ use of liquor. 

Researchers found that if both parents drink, 90 per 
cent of the sons and 83 per cent of the daughters also 
use liquor. If on the other hand both parents abstain, 
so do 49 per cent of their sons and 81 per cent of the 
daughters. 

Such is the power of example. The principle is not 
new, but it needs to be re-emphasized. Mother, father, 
if you are expecting your son or daughter to live on a 
higher spiritual or moral plane than you yourself are 
occupying, you are probably doomed to disappointment. 
First look to your own life, your own dependence on 
Christ and submission to Him, then try to help your boy 
or girl. 

The parent who sends his child to Sunday school, but 
stays at home himself; the parent who wants his boy or 
girl to be a consecrated Christian, but is withholding 
something in his own life; the parent who wants his child 
to have a real and living faith, but makes no effort him- 
self to grow in Christ—such a parent is sowing the wind 
and must expect to reap the whirlwind. 


Dr. Chafer’s Ministry 

Many a pastor, teacher or layman today thanks God 
for the testimony and ministry of Dr. Lewis Sperry 
Chafer whose earthly work was concluded on August 22. 
Dr. Chafer died in Seattle, Wash., at the age of eighty- 
one. He had been ill approximately two months. Inter- 
ment was in Dallas beside his wife, Mrs. Ella Loraine 
Case Chafer who died in 1944. 

Dr. Chafer was, of course, best known as president of 
Dallas Theological Seminary, a position which he had 
filled since its founding in 1924. He was also known for 
his books, and as editor of the theological quarterly, 
Bibliotheca Sacra. 

For more than twenty-five years before he led in the 
founding of Dallas Seminary, Dr. Chafer had carried on 
a successful ministry of international scope as a gospel 
singer, evangelist, Bible teacher and author on doctrinal 
subjects. Serving as president and professor of sys- 
tematic theology at the seminary, however, proved to 
be his notable work. 

Through the years Dallas Seminary prospered under 
his leadership. One of his last public acts as president 
was to break ground for a new seminary chapel named 
in his honor and scheduled to be ready for occupancy 
October 1. 

His greatest published work is his eight-volume Sys- 
tematic Theology published in 1947 and now in its third 
printing. Perhaps even more far reaching, however, is 
the influence of this faithful servant of God in the lives 
of the hundreds of pastors, teachers and other Christian 
workers who have been touched and blessed by his 
ministry of Bible-centered teaching and guidance.

To Every Creature

HE greatest need of the Church today is a revival of personal 

evangelism. What a marvelous spiritual upheaval we would wit- 

ness if only every regenerated church member would seek to win 

another for Christ! Yet in these days of mass evangelism there 
is a tendency to neglect our individual responsibility. 

England has an organization known as the One, by One Band, 
every member of which covenants to win souls one by one for Christ. 
In the plan of God every Christian should be in a similar voluntary 
band. 

Dr. Clay Trumbull (in his Individual Work for Individuals) sets 
forth the principle that men and women are dying for want of indi- 
vidual, heart-to-heart talks about their souls’ welfare. 

“No political campaign is won by speakers on the stump,” he 
declares. “Some speakers are well enough in their way. They arouse 
enthusiasm and make voters ready to work; but the campaign is 
won by man-to-man canvass of the individual worker. Until that 
thought prevails in Christian work, the world will never be won 
to Christ or to any good cause.” 


+ In the days of the early Church, every Christian was a mission- 
ary. Indeed, the secret of the Church’s rapid expansion was personal 
evangelism. 

This was true also during our Lord’s earthly ministry. Christ called 
Andrew and Andrew brought his brother Peter, who became the 
leader of the Twelve and spokesman for the apostolic band. Christ 
found Philip, Philip found Nathanael and also the Ethiopian. Later 
Paul found Timothy, Onesimus and Aquila. Aquila and Priscilla 
helped Apollos. 

Our Lord Himself concentrated on individuals. Study His methods 
of winning Nicodemus, the Samaritan woman, Zaccheus, Levi (who 
became Matthew), the dying thief and Saul of Tarsus. Each of the 
lives He touched became mighty channels [Continued on page 144]

Very few unsaved people, for example, 
know the expression “born again.” You 
have to meet a person on his level of 
knowledge. Be alert to turn the subject 
of conversation to the Lord. As you do 
this, especially use the element of sur- 
prise. 

When I was in Dallas some months 
“ago to speak at one of the churches 
there, I had a sore throat. I phoned the 
clerk and asked if there was a doctor in 
the hotel. “No,” he said, “but go to 
Room 710 and there you'll find a nurse.” 

I went to 710 and there was a nurse 
and also a large, well-dressed man, who 
had an air of prosperity. Later, the nurse 
told me that he had made a million and 
a half in oil five years before. 

I told the nurse my trouble and the 
man spoke up, “I’ll tell you what’s good 
for that. A hot whiskey toddy.” 

“Now isn’t that too bad.” I answered. 
“IT can’t drink a whiskey toddy.” 

“Why not?” he asked. 

“Because I’m a Christian.” I sat down 
beside the man and started to talk to 
him about the Lord Jesus. “You talk to 
him about the Lord,’ the nurse en- 
couraged. “That’s what he needs.” 

I talked for awhile and I could see that 
I was getting nowhere, so I said to the 
nurse, “You know, big fellows just hate 
to accept the Lord in front of a woman.” 

“I understand,” she answered and left 
us alone. Within a few minutes the man 
accepted the Lord, and then he and I 
telephoned long distance to his son in 
Hollywood. We found that his son was al- 
ready a Christian, and he certainly was 
thankful his father was saved. 


+ THE next time I was in Dallas I used 
an approach that perhaps is my favorite. 
It is telling a person of someone else’s 
experience in accepting the Lord. I was 
having dinner at a well-known restau- 
rant and began to tell the colored waiter 
about my experience with the oil man. 
He was interested, and then I said, “Peo- 
ple in Dallas seem very religious, but I 
don’t believe any of them have ever 
asked you the question that I’m going 
to ask you.” 

He backed away because, no doubt, he 
had been asked a great many different 
things in his experience as a waiter. 

“They’ve asked me most everything,” 
he said. 
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“But has anyone ever asked you to 
accept Jesus Christ as your personal 
Saviour?” 

“No,” he admitted. Then I talked to 
him about accepting the Lord. We had 
prayer and he seemingly placed his trust 
in Christ as Saviour. 

On my way out I spoke to the hat 
check girl. I told her about the waiter’s 
experience. But I saw she was not ready 
to believe, so I said, “The next time I’m 
in Dallas I’m going to talk to you again 
about the Lord Jesus.” 

I went out, got in a cab and said to the 
driver, “I want to ask you a question.” 

“Okay.” 

“Do you ever go to church?” 

“T should say not.” 

“Well, you’re going to church right 
now.” I told him and I gave him the 
address. 

He laughed, “So that’s where you're 
going.” 

“Yes. I’m a preacher and you're going 
to church with me.” And he did. 

Another approach I sometimes use is 
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to ask, “Which do you think is the best 
philosophy of life. Communism or Chris- 
tianity?” 

“Christianity” is the inevitable reply. 

This gives me the opening to say, “If 
you believe Christianity is the best, are 
you doing anything about it? Are you a 
Gtifistian?” If the person is, I urge him 
to witness. If he isn’t, I point him to 
Christ. 


+ AFTER you have your opening, if you 
are going to be able to continue talking - 
to the person, you have to arouse his 
curiosity. This is especially easy to do 
when in an elevator. When I get in on 
one of the upper floors, I say, “Which 
way are you going?” 

“Down.” 

“I refuse to go down. I’m going up,” I 
insist. 

“You are not.” 

“Yes, I’m going up.” After I argue a 
few times I explain that I’m going up to 
heaven. Once I rode with an elevator 
girl five hours, talking to her about the

(John 3:7) comes to the be- 
liever but once in a lifetime. 
The transforming power experi- 
enced then is the miracle of all 
time. Not only are his sins forgiven, 
but a new nature is imparted. In 
due time the realization of his rec- 
onciliation to God floods his soul 
and the truth of adoption sweeps 
his consciousness. Added to this is 
the joy of knowing that God has 
given also the gift of eternal life. 
Regeneration by the Spirit of God 
through the Word of God has given 
a new start with a new heart. As 
far as fitness for heaven is con- 
cerned, this problem has_ been 
settled: heaven has been gained and 
hell has been escaped. God in Christ 
has given eternal life and has prom- 
ised that the truly regenerate soul 
shall never perish nor be snatched 
from His hand nor the Father’s. 
But this assurance of security 
should never become an excuse for 
sinning in direct disobedience to 
Christ Jesus our Saviour. The true 
Christian will behave “as becometh 
saints” (Eph. 5:3) and will follow 
his Lord, hearing His voice—hearing 
in the sense of comprehending and 
heeding, rather than merely giving 
audition. 


Ts blessing of being born again 


+ For some incomprehensible rea- 
son, however, the “normal” Chris- 
tian stops right here and from the 
moment of regeneration (or shortly 
afterward) does not seem either to 
hear, heed or comprehend the voice 
of the Shepherd. Such a “normal” 
Christian, however, is not normal, 
for the norm of the Christian is the 
Spirit-filled life. How long will it 
take for Christians to realize that 
the same Lord who said “Be born 
again,” also said by the apostle Paul, 
“Be filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 
5:18) ? Being filled with the Spirit is 
that perennial experience of the 
wholly consecrated Christian beyond 
regeneration. 

Wholly following the Lord with 
hands filled with His worship and 
work, the Christian finds himself 
in blessed partnership with God, 
which not only is strong but also 
strengthening; not only safe but 
sealed; not only enlightening but 
invigorating. In this perennial state 
the burdens, although not lighter, 
oppress less; and the cares, al- 
though not fewer, do not perplex. 
Witnessing for Christ becomes the 
natural outflow of the divine inflow.

If we would have power with men 
for God, we must have power with 
God for men. This thought is domi- 
nant in Genesis 32:28, where Jacob 
prevailed in that mysterious en- 
counter at Peniel. Therefore we 
must be in the closest harmony with 
God through the blessings of re- 
generation and the consequences of 
consecration. We must consider this 
which is beyond regeneration and 
“go on unto perfection,” believing 
in the fact of the Spirit’s fullness 
and desiring never to worship God 
or work for Him as an effort of the 
flesh, but rather as an outflow of 
the Spirit’s inflowing and infilling. 
It is not increased mental power 
or added physical strength which 
we need. It is not mystical influence 
or multiplied gifts we require. What 
we need is to “be filled with the 
Spirit.” 


+ Anp when filled, what then? 
What does the Spirit say through 
the apostle in Ephesians 5:18? He 
says, “Be filled with the Spirit,” in 
the Authorized Version, but the 
tense of the verb is present con- 
tinuous and could be translated, “Be 
being filled with the Spirit.” Filled 
once, the filling must go on and on. 

When filled and being filled you 
will bring forth fruit (Gal. 5:22, 23) 
—a life of power, peace, purity, pro- 
ductivity, patience, principles and 
prayer. This “fruit of the Spirit” is 
love—mighty, quiet, pure, produc- 
tive love, which will itself evidence 
the fullness of the Spirit. 

The gifts of the Spirit must never 
be confused with the fruit of the 
Spirit. Where fruit is evident along 
with the gifts of the Spirit, great 
glory is brought to the holy name 
of the Lord, and the work of the 
Spirit in this world is accomplished 
fully. Such is the effect of the 
Spirit-filled life, which is “on be- 
yond regeneration.” 

Where do you stand at this stage 
of your Christian life? 

Have you gone on—on to maturity 
(Heb. 6:1)? Or have you lived as a 
defeated Christian since you first 
knew the joy of sins forgiven and 
became a new creature in Christ 
Jesus? 

God expects you to be “being 
filled” with the Spirit. To continue 
being filled requires that you con- 
tinue to be emptied. The love of 
God shed abroad—this is God’s plan 
and program for you. He is ready to 
fill you if you will yield yourself 
wholly to Him and trust Him for 
this as you trusted Him for your 
salvation. 
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Lord Jesus. I never went up and down so 
much in my life, but I saw her come to 
the Lord. With the same approach I was 
able to point two elevator girls in Ta- 
coma and two in Portland to Christ. 

Another time I aroused curiosity was 
when I drove into one of those serve- 
yourself gas stations. The girl came up 
to me with a roll of bills in her hands. 
“If someone killed you right. now for that 
money,” I asked, “what wculd you do?” 

She was so terrified she didn’t answer. 
“I’m not going to kill you,” I assured her. 
“T’m only trying to get you to think what 
would happen if someone killed you.” 

“Why, I’d fall down.” 

“But your soul?” I persisted, and she 
listened while I witnessed of the Lord 
Jesus. 

It is not enough to swing the conver- 
sation to the Lord, you have to present 
the gospel. This can be done in various 
ways. Once I went into Oviatt’s, one of 
Los Angeles’ exclusive men’s stores. A 
clerk came up to me. “Can I help you?” 
he asked. 

“Yes, if you sell second-hand clothing,” 
I answered. 

He looked around the well-appointed 
shop and murmured, “I’m afraid we 
don’t.” Then he studied my clothes and 
said, “If you wear second-hand clothes, 
they are pretty good.” 

“They are second-hand all right.” I 
glanced at my shoes, “They used to be- 
long to a cow, and my coat once belonged 
to a sheep.” 

The man laughed, but I had made my 
point, and was able to explain that it 
was a cardinal principle of life that, as 
an animal died that we might have 
clothes, so the Son of God had to die 
that we might be clothed in His right- 
eousness. 


+ ETERNITY is long and time is fleeting. 
Therefore, after you have explained the 
gospel, you must press for a decision. One 
method I use is to explain that Christ 
has no hands but ours to lead men to 
Him today. I hold out my hand and ex- 
plain that it has no nail holes in it, but 
to let it stand for the hand of Christ. I 
ask the person to take it as a token that 
he is taking the hand of Christ. Usually 
I pray first; I find that helps. Then I ask 
the person to pray and accept the Lord. 
Sometimes I have to help a man word 
his prayer. 

Once he has accepted Christ, I try to 
get the person to confess Him to some- 
one. I dealt with a fellow in a gas sta- 
tion one night, and just as he had ac- 
cepted the Lord, in walked the manager. 
“Tell him what you have done,” I urged. 

He hesitated a couple of seconds, then 
he made his confession. The manager 
proved to be a Christian and was thrilled 
that the fellow was saved. 


+ THESE are principles to use in ap- 
proaching people. Use them and buy up 
every opportunity that comes to you. And 
know your scripture. Sometimes it is 
surprising the scripture that the Lord 
can use. Dr. Walter Wilson told me of 
this incident. He was dealing with a man 
of avoirdupois who would not come to a 
decision. As they parted, Dr. Wilson said, 
“You really should give yourself to the

OOKING back over a long life of 
service as an evangelist, a pastor, 
and an itinerant missionary among 
a group of churches hidden among 

the rugged hills of southeastern Ohio, 
no part of my work seems more im- 
portant to me now than the eighteen 
thousand Colportage books and _ the 
many more thousands of tracts I have 
distributed along the way. 

In the summer of 1898, I was enrolled 
as a student in Moody Bible Institute, 
Chicago. Shortly after my arrival, that 
great man of God D. L. Moody came to 
deliver a series of wonderful addresses, 
but it was a quiet talk on “The Silent 
Preacher” (gospel tracts and books) that 
really changed the course of my life. 

With the enthusiasm of youth and a 
desire to test my ability as a “book 
missionary,” immediately after the close 
of Mr. Moody’s talk, I went to the little 
room on LaSalle Street where for so 
many years the Moody Colportage Asso- 
ciation was housed, and told Mr. William 
Norton what I wished to do. Carefully, 
he selected twelve choice books. Taking 
them I headed for a gathering place of 
fishermen on a certain section of the 
waterfront. 

The first man I encountered was 
stretched out asleep. Shaking him 
soundly, I woke him up. 

“What do you want?” he mumbled 
irritably. 

“T want to know if you are a Chris- 
tian,” I replied. 


Amazed, the man instantly was very 
much awake, but he was not angry. He 
just looked at me with sad and troubled 
eyes. 

I repeated my question, “Are you a 
Christian?” 

“No.” 

“Would you like to be one?” 

“Yes, but I don’t know how.” 

Taking my Bible from my pocket, I 
showed him his need and the way of 
salvation. 

The natural man: “For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). 

What Jesus did about it: “The Son of 
man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost” (Luke 19:10). 

What man can do about it: “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts 16:31). 

It was not difficult to lead the man 
into the light, and soon he accepted 
Christ as his personal Saviour. I gave 
him a book—my very first little silent 
preacher to start out on its mission. 

Having eleven more books to dispose 
of, I moved on. 

Probably on that memorable after- 
noon more than a half-century ago, I 
broke every rule of good salesmanship, 
but I sold my books! And, too, down 
there by the sparkling waters of blue 
Lake Michigan, I had had the oppor- 
tunity of telling these sturdy fishermen 
of One who loved them and who so long 
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D. L. Moody introduced him to a means of winning souls— 
one which can also be an effective ministry for you!

ago had said to some other fishermen, 
“Follow me” (Matt. 4:18, 19). 


+ In 1899, a year’s scholarship was of- 
fered to anyone selling five thousand 
Colportage books within eight months. 
I determined to try. 

Leaving school in April and returning 
to Ohio, my native state, I began can- 
vassing in Ohio and West Virginia. By 
October, my goal had been reached and 
I returned to school, much richer for my 
experiences, a few of which I shall 
mention. 

In a West Virginia town, I spent six 
hours between trains. Not far from the 
dingy station where my train had come 
to a noisy stop, I saw a small, still more 
dingy cottage, where I felt led to begin 
my canvass. 

In response to a knock on the battered 
door, a feeble voice bade me enter. An 
ailing woman, living there alone and 
with practically nothing to make her 
comfortable, was lying on a_ couch. 
Briefly, she told me of her liife of hard- 
ship and disappointment. She was not 
a Christian, and her burden of sin was 
heavy. 

I held her to John 3:16, which tells of 
God’s love for the world, His Gift to the 
world, and that none who believe in Him 
shall ever perish, but shall have ever- 
lasting life. A smile passed over her tired 
wan face as the truth entered her dark- 
ened soul, and she accepted Jesus as her 
Saviour. Leaving her a book, I went on. 

My next stop was at a saloon where 
several men and boys were loafing. The 
barkeeper asked me what I wished to 
drink. 

“Nothing, nothing at all.” I replied, 
“but I have something for you.” Open- 
ing my case, I spread out my books be- 
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fore he could object. Soon he became in- 
terested. 

“Daddy,” said his twelve-year-old son 
eagerly, “maybe he has Peck’s Bad Boy. 
Buy it for me.” 

“No. my boy,” I said, “I do not have 
Peck’s Bad Boy, but I have The Good 
Shepherd and some other books boys 
like. Come and look at them.” 

The father with my assistance selected 
several books for his son, and then the 
men in the saloon gathered around to 
see what I might have for them. The 
outcome was the sale of many more 
books than I had expected. What a mis- 
sion for my little preachers! 

That evening when my six hours were 
up and I heard my train puffing down 
the track, my heart was filled with joy. 
In the homes and business places of 
that all-but-churchless town, I had left 
one hundred and twenty books, all of 
which clearly taught the way of sal- 
vation and how to live the Christian life. 

In an Ohio town, the woman of the 
house met me at the door with a dust- 
cloth in her hand. 

“I haven’t time to talk,” she said, 
casting an eye at my case. 

“Nor have I,” I replied. “I have some 
books here, but if you don’t need them, 
don’t buy them. Here is one on The Way 
to God, but if you don’t need it, of course 


don’t buy it. Here is another on The 
Way to Heaven, but if you don’t need it, 
don’t buy it either. I have yet another 
telling how to get to heaven, but if you 
don’t need any of these books, I do not 
wish to sell them to you. I'll be going.” 

“No, no, don’t go,” said the woman, 
throwing down her dustcloth. “I do need 
those books you mentioned—everyone of 
them. Come in and sit down while I call 
my neighbors.” 

Soon they came—quite a roomful. My 
hostess forgot that she did “not have 
time to talk.” Her enthusiasm was con- 
tagious, and when at last I left, these 
women of the work-a-day world had 
purchased a large number of books to 
guide them into the deeper spiritual life. 


+ THESE experiences occurred more than 
fifty years ago—before the cataclysmic 
changes brought about by the two 
greatest wars the world has ever known. 
In these hectic days when men’s hearts 
are failing them for fear of the things 
coming upon the earth, is there still a 
mission for the silent preacher? Let me 
answer my question by giving a little 
more of my personal experience. 

For eleven years I have been a resident 
of a thriving North Carolina industrial 
town with a population of about fourteen 
thousand, including quite a number of 
Negroes. Among both races I have done 
much house-to-house calling, and have 
sold approximately eight thousand Col- 
portage books, besides distributing many 
thousands of tracts. On my weekly visits 
to the hospitals, I leave tracts and other 
gospel literature with all who are well 
enough to read. The inmates of the jail 
welcome heartily anything I have for 
them—especially the Colportage stories. 

During the war, parents, wives and 
sweethearts of the servicemen’ were 
eager for tracts to send to their loved 
ones in camp or in some far-away corner 
of the world. The demand is even greater 
now for those in Korea. 

An occasional troubled husband or 
wife asks for a tract that may help in 
solving some murital difficulty. Those 
who are in sorrow or who are facing 
perplexing problems invariably find help 
and comfort from these printed pages. 

Whenever I enter a place of business 
I leave some of my little preachers. I 
hand them out to many I meet on the 
street or who may be sitting in parked 
cars; I insert one or more in every letter 
I write. 

What is the reception of these promis- 
cuously distributed tracts? It is most 
rare that they are not willingly, even 
graciously, accepted, and not  infre- 
quently I hear of someone who has been 
saved through their ministry. 

Practically every Christian may have 
a part in this service. Can you conceive 
of the joy that will be yours in the 
Gloryland, if someone comes up, grasps 
you by the hand and says, “Except for 
that little tract you gave me one day 
down there on the earth, I would not be 
here. It led me to the Lord.” 
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HE Penneys are missionary ap- 
pointees to the Congo under an 
evangelical missionary board. Don 
has quite a war record as a bomber 
pilot. He is a graduate of college and 
seminary, while Peggy is a college gradu- 
ate and a registered nurse. At this writ- 
ing, Connie, their baby, is three months 
old. In order to go to language school, 
they must leave the baby with the 
grandparents. They are to raise their 
own support and spend a year in Bel- 
gium in language study, before getting 
to the jungles of Africa to live on a mis- 
sionary’s salary—all this, when their 
training and ability would warrant a 
place with good salary in this country 
with all the conveniences of modern life. 
There is Phyllis Tyley Foster, a college 
graduate with a psychology major, en- 
dowed with exceptional personality and 
ability, living in Japan with her hus- 
band, Robert Foster, a talented artist. 
They are serving under another mis- 
sionary agency in a ministry of publish- 
ing the gospel message, both in Japanese 
and English. This couple, with their 
baby, could live in America and have a 
successful business if they were not mis- 
sionaries to the Orient.

There are the veteran missionaries, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. P. Klahsen, in South 
India. On their last trip to the field, the 
two younger girls accompanied the par- 
ents, while the three older children had 
to stay with relatives in Canada to finish 
high school and college. These young 
people must go through school without 
home ties and parental counsel and love. 

Then there is Dr. Thomas Humphrey, 
a great Christian physician and surgeon. 
He formerly was on the staff of the City 
Hospital of Buffalo and the Henry Ford 
Hospital of Detroit. Today he is a mis- 
sionary doctor in charge of erecting the 
Palmer Memorial Hospital at Katwa, 
Belgian Congo. He supervises the natives 
in making bricks and tile, and in cutting 
lumber. Between the erection of the 
hospital and the care of hundreds of 
patients daily, he performs major opera- 
tions under the most primitive condi- 
tions, when he could easily have a lucra- 
tive practice in the U.S. or again be on 
a modern hospital staff. 

There are Mr. and: Mrs. C. E. Smith, 
for many years missionaries in Africa. 
After all these years they are still on 
the field, but separated by 250 miles 
while occupying two stations because of 
the shortage of missionaries. Dynes and 
Maxine McCullough, with their three 
little tots, labor in Brazil. Recently this 
couple was separated for several months 


by some 1800 miles, seeking to perform 
their missionary responsibilities. 

Who are real Christians? Are those 
who go more Christian than those who 
stay at home? Does God expect more of 
them than of the rest of us? Has God 
favorite sons and daughters? 

As I see young couples preparing and 
going to the foreign field while others 
who are saved are building and buying 
better homes, riding in beautiful cars, 
enjoying the best of modern conven- 
iences, I cannot help but ask, Has God 
two standards for those who are serving 
Him? 

We cannot all go, but there must be a 
balance of responsibility. Should we not 
match their sacrifice and devotion with 
loyal service, sacrifice and devotion at 
home? If their time, talent and sub- 
stance are for His service, should not our 
time, talent and substance likewise be 
for His service? 

“He which soweth sparingly shall reap 
also sparingly; and he which soweth 
bountifully shall reap also bountifully. 
Every man as he purposeth in his 
heart ...” (II Cor. 9:6, 7). We must 
all give an account to Christ; we are 
all to receive rewards from Him for 
services rendered. 

Is God a respecter of persons? No, 
God is not a respecter of persons. 
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Step out into the streets of Dublin’s slums. 
The day folk are hurrying home from cin- 
ema, public house, gambling den and cafe. 
Soon the night folk will appear—prodigals 
nd prostitutes, drunkards, wasters, crim- 
inals and drifters—and many hands will 
be reaching for Catholic Gospels and 
New Testaments. There are many of 
these in the cases of Eva and Clara 
Stuart Watt with their message of hope 
and love for priests and others “inside 
the fence,” the scoffers, the destitute 


and the fallen.

HE bank holiday week end brought 

the usual infiux of visitors to Eire’s 

capital. O’Connell Street was 

thronged, I remember, on that Friday 
evening, August 1, 1941. Two of us stood 
at the Abbey Street corner, like two 
newspaper boys, handing out our tract, 
Dublin Like Heaven. As the human 
stream passed by, the leaflets were taken 
automatically, from ten o’clock till after 
midnight. 

A government official turned back ana 
asked abruptly, “What does all this 
mean? Do you really believe that the 
drunkard will not get to heaven? And 
what is a drunkard anyway? Now look 
here, I’m just an ordinary, respectable 
civil servant; and for eleven months in 
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Duty

the year I might not get drunk. But 
then at a special time like this I’d go 
off on the spree with my friends. Will 
that shut me out of heaven?” 

“Dublin’s law books determine what 
becomes of you in Dublin,” we replied; 
“heaven’s law Book controls the citizen- 
ship of heaven. God says no drunkard 
can enter heaven; and if you get drunk 
once, you’re a drunkard.” 

In the end he said, “Fancy you two 
girls coming out for a poor drunkard.” 
Then, turning to a civic guard nearby, 
he added, “Take one of these books, it 
will convert you; it will do you good.” 

A white-haired man, with sincerity 
stamped on his face, brought back his 
leaflet and, pointing to the word “heav- 
en,” asked in an undertone, “What is 
the road there?” 

“Jesus Christ, by the way of His cross; 
that is the road,” we said. 

People crossed the street to ask for a 
booklet and doubled on their tracks if 
they had missed their first chance in 
the crush. The manager of a ballroom 
took the little papers and handed them 
around while the dance was in progress. 
Only one turned back to tear up the 
leaflet and throw it at our feet. But 
against that single sign of disapproval, 
thousands put them in their pockets and 
many came back to ask for extra copies 
for their friends—mostly the educated. 
We felt the Holy Spirit working in pow- 
er; there was a growing softness all over 
the city. 

We met six Galway men, hot revolu- 
tionaries. They asked us to come to Gal- 
way City and give out our leaflets. ‘““We’re 
tired of religion,’ they said, “but we’d 
love four hours’ talk with Jesus Christ, 
if that were possible. He would under- 
stand us and our problems.” 

A tall young man, fair, with Saxon 
features and a Berlin accent, looked 
aghast. 

“What, at this time of night?” 

“Yes, we’re asking God to make Dub- 
lin like heaven.” 

“Dublin will never be like heaven,’ he 
said sadly. 

“Did you never pray, ‘Thy will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven’?” 

“Yes.” 

“Well, that means, no fraudulence in 
heaven, no fraudulence on earth; no im- 
purity in heaven, no impurity on earth. 
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Will you pray this prayer again and 
mean it: ‘O God, Thy will be done in 
Dublin—in me—as it is in heaven’?” 

Nearly stunned, he replied, “I will, I 
will pray it.” 

Another man, an Officer from a mer- 
chant ship, when he read the title, Dub- 
lin Like Heaven, blurted out, “I’m not 
worth troubling about; I’m a sinner, you 
know, a thoroughly bad fellow.” 

Then a powerfully built man with a 
strong voice suddenly shouted, “What’s 
all this? Do you know what you're tak- 
ing? This is no book for Catholic Ire- 
land.” 

“To tell you the truth,” I replied 
quietly, “the very first person I gave one 
to was a priest; and he gave me Six- 
pence for it.” 

With that, the mob, already jamming 
the pavement to the point of obstructing 
the traffic, simply clamored for the pa- 
pers. “How exciting! .. . How interest- 
ing! ... Let’s have one!” till we couldn’t 
cope with the situation. So, picking out 
the tallest man within reach, we handed 
him a hundred or so; and he and his 
friend between them helped to relieve 
the pressure till the stream became nor- 
mal again. A fine-looking old man as- 
sured us that he was entirely with us 
in this business and would spread it all

he could “inside the fence.” 

We overheard a gir! saying, ‘““Heaven’s 
no place for me: I’m made for hell.” 
And she slipped away quickly and was 
lost to sight in the throng. Another with 
a pathetic longing in her face said, 
“Heaven? Is there such a place? My life 
isn’t much like heaven, anyway.” 

“Is life not happy for you?” we asked. 

“No, it’s not happy. If I told you some 
of my life story, you would hardly be- 
lieve it.” Soon afterward, behind the’ 
closed doors of 9 Harbour Court, poor 
Mary was pouring into our ears her sor- 
did story of the underworld of Dublin, 
mothers and fathers selling their own 
daughters to a life of sin to support the 
family. A three weeks’ fast, she told us, 
was the dark lane that led her into this 
life. 

“The brothels,” she said, “make a lot 
out of us; we don’t make so much at all. 
Each girl is given her post at night; and 
there she has to stand till she is called 
for. In the morning you'll often hear 
the girls crying out, as soon as they 
wake, ‘O Jesus, deliver me from this 
awful life!’ It’s slow murder, you know 

* I think we were all three in tears 
by the time she had finished her story. 

On coming out again we found two

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Grace as a theological concept has its 
own special meaning, but “the grace of 
God which bringeth salvation” is cer- 
tainly intended to produce that sort of 
character and disposition in us which 
we all recognize under the caption grace. 
An ungracious Christian is an anomaly. 
Where the Spirit of grace has wrought

UKE pays a fine tribute to Barnabas 
when he says of him, “He was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost.” If 
we had asked Paul to comment on 

that statement, he might have suggested 
one slight but significant change: “He 
was a good man, because full of the Holy 
Ghost.” In one of his peerless ietters, 
Paul states quite categorically, “The fruit 
of the Spirit is . . . goodness.” 

Paul was a great admirer of goodness. 
Indeed, under the leading of the Spirit, 
he put it ahead of righteousness, and in 
the course of a great doctrinal discourse 
made a remarkable affirmation: “For 
searcely for a righteous man will one 
die; but peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die.” There is 
a brand of righteousness which is rigid 
and thorny, but goodness is righteous- 
ness with a smile. We might call it grace. 


Dr. Macaulay is a member of the faculty of Moody

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unhindered, the grace of the Spirit is 
manifest. So it was in Barnabas. He was 
one of God’s gentlemen.

Barnabas was not his name to begin 
with. When this Levite of Cyprus ap- 
peared before the apostles to apply for 
acceptance into the fellowship of the 
church, he bore the name Joses. But so 
helpful did he make himself to all the 
church, especially to the weak and the 
fearful and the timid, that the apostles 
nicknamed him Barnabas, son of en- 
couragement. Somehow burdens seemed 
lighter, problems less difficult, distresses 
less vexatious, when this gracious man 
was around. 

Joses’ new name was soon put to the 
test, and as a result it shone with added 
luster. And here is how it came about. 

The Church of Jesus Christ has always 
been blessed with many poor people, and 
there is no doubt that the early Church

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was composed largely of the common 
people who heard Jesus gladly, while 
many of the richer and wiser and more 
mighty refused to stoop before the cross. 
Identifying themselves with the despised 
sect of the Nazarene would not make it 
any easier for these poor folk to earn a 
livelihood. 


Then, if we are to accept A. T. Robert- 
son’s keen and credible suggestion, there 
were many converts from all over the 
Jewish world who wished to stay in 
Jerusalem to learn more of the truth 
of Christ before facing the task of wit- 
nessing in all places whence they had 
come, and these became a charge on 
their brethren in Jerusalem. So an eco- 
nomic problem faced the young Church. 
Being still in their first love, the be- 
lievers rose to the situation, and in- 
stituted a sharing program. Houses and 
lands went on the market to bring in 
revenue to the common treasury. 


How would Barnabas react to this? 
The special mention of him in this con- 
nection certainly indicates that he was 
probably the largest landowner in the 
church, and the reference to Cyprus 
suggests that his possessions were in 
that rich island where land values were 
high, and coveted by the wealthy. Would 
he sacrifice real estate of such worth? 
Would he throw away a fortune to help 
this needy society over its crisis? 


Apparently he did not give it a second 
thought. The need, and his ability to 
meet it, were argument enough. The 
grace of tne Holy Spirit was exercised 
in the sale of these rich properties, and 
the laying of the entire proceeds at the 
apostles’ feet for the need of the church. 
It was done with all simplicity and 
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A discerning study of a church member who was Spirit-filled 


humility. “He was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost.” But this is not all 
we are told about Barnabas. 


II 

When one who has been an ardent 
opponent of a cause suddenly professes 
to embrace it, the adherents of that 
cause are likely to be a bit suspicious, 
and slow to receive the newcomer. Such 
a situation arose in the church in Jeru- 
salem. For some time, ever since the 
martyrdom of Stephen, life had been 
made well nigh intolerable for the Chris- 
tians. The leader of the opposition was 
a young man, Saul of Tarsus, who 
pushed the persecution with unabating 
zeal and relentless fury. In the words of 
Scripture, he “made havoc of the 
church.” 

Suddenly, however, he dropped his role 
of persecutor, and professed as ardent 
adherence to Christ as he had demon- 
strated bitter hatred of Him. The change 
had taken place when the young man 
was away from Jerusalem with the fixed 
intention of extending the inquisition 
wherever Jews had embraced _ the 
“heresy” of the Nazarene. And now, here 
he was, back in Jerusalem, seeking to 
join the company of believers. 

Their sufferings at his hand made 
them wary. Was this profession of con- 
version real, or was it an act? Had Saul 
really surrendered to Jesus as Lord, or 
was he seeking by guile to secure a full 
list of the Christians in order to round 
them all up before the court and in- 
stitute even worse proceedings against 
them? 

It was a tense situation. What would 
have been the future of the young zealot 
(we speak as men!) if the church had 
withheld the hand of fellowship from 
him? But Barnabas saved the day. There 
was so much of the grace of God in this 
“good man, and full of the Holy Ghost,” 
that he was quick to discern the « ork of 
grace where others doubted. So he ar- 
ranged a meeting of Saul with the 
apostles, and sponsored his application 
for membership in the church with such 
winsomeness that the suspected new- 
comer was received into full fellowship. 

We can never know how much a touch 
of friendliness means to a stranger, es- 
pecially if he is in a difficult or em- 
barrassing situation. When I was in the 
pastorate in Canada, a young Scandi- 
navian came to town. He had a brilliant 
mind, but so far had proved a misfit in 
Canada, so that he had lost his job and 
was very much discouraged. One Sunday 
evening he wandered disconsolately into 
our church and sat in a corner of the 
back row by himself, a stranger, without 
a friend in the country. 

A group of our young fellows was sit- 
ting on the other side of the church, in 
their favorite corner. One of them, 
noticing the sad-looking stranger, went 
over to him, and with a kindly smile 
invited him to sit with the group. That 
little touch of goodness made the whole 
world seem different. The disheartened 
young man felt that somebody cared, 
and, despite his professed infidelity, soon 
opened his heart to the Lord, and a few 
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years later became one of that church’s 
missionaries to China. That also is the 
grace of the Holy Spirit. 


Ill 

Saul’s persecution of the church in 
Jerusalem was more effective than he 
knew—for the furtherance of the gos- 
pel. It dispersed the Christians, and 
it extended the witness. “They that 
were scattered abroad went everywhere 
preaching the word.” For the most part 
the witness was confined to Jews, for the 
new freedom was not yet established. 
But there were some of the fugitives 
who had been brought up in the more 
liberal atmosphere of the Grecian world. 
When they came to Antioch of Syria, 
their hearts became burdened for the 
heathen Greeks about them. 

Now they had no apostolic authoriza- 
tion to preach to Gentiles, and it is 
doubtful if they knew anything about 
Peter’s experience with the household 
of Cornelius. Only the love of Christ 
constrained them, and the urge of the 
Spirit was upon them. It was a daring 
experiment, and before they knew it, 
these men who were neither apostles nor 
elders had a Gentile church on their 
hands. 

When word of these “irregular” pro- 
ceedings reached the church in Jeru- 
salem, which by this time was somewhat 
recovered, it was decided to institute an 
inquiry. Barnabas was appointed to find 
out just what had happened. How evi- 
dent the leading of the Lord was here; 
that a man of broad sympathies and a 
great heart, whose love reached out to 
take in all men, even as the love of God, 
was sent upon this mission. Some would 
have pronounced the whole movement 
at Antioch spurious, heretical, irregular 
and demanded that all converts be cir- 
cumcised and come, into the church 
through the channel of Judaism. And 
the whole work of the gospel would have 
suffered a major set-back. 

But by the ordering of the Lord, it was 
Barnabas, “a good man, and full of the 
Holy Ghost,” who was sent on this 
errand, and for him the journey was a 
progress of happy surprises, till, by the 
time he reached Antioch, he could 
searcely hold all the joy that filled his 
heart. There was so much of the grace 


of God in him, that he was quick to 
discern the work of grace, and when he 
saw it, he was glad. 

Actually Barnabas pre-dated the 
council of Jerusalem which recognized 
the right of the Gentiles to enter the 
church directly, without submission to 
any Jewish rites. Not only did Barnabas 
give his approval to the new work at 
Antioch, but he gave it his full support, 
and under his gracious ministry “much 
people was added to the Lord.” The fact 
that he had had no part in the launch- 
ing of the work or the founding of the 
church did not prejudice him in the least. 
It was the Lord’s work and the Lord’s 
church, and the grace of the Spirit freed 
him from all selfishness and envy in 
the matter. 

One is reminded of a statement of 
Dr. F. B. Meyer concerning his work in 
London: “I find in my own ministry 
that supposing I pray for my own little 
flock, God bless me, God fill my pews, 


‘God send me a revival, I miss the bless- 


ing. But as I pray for my big brother, 
Mr. Spurgeon, on the right hand side of 
my church, God bless him; or my other 
big brother Campbell Morgan, on the 
other side of my church, God bless him, 
I am sure to get a blessing without 

praying for it, for the overflow of their 
cups fills my little bucket.” This also is 
the grace of the Spirit. 


IV 

Meanwhile Saul, the young enthusiasi 
and erstwhile persecutor whom Barnabas 
had befriended in Jerusalem, was in his 
home city of Tarsus, where he had fled 
from the wrath of the Jews who re- 
sented the loss of their champion to the 
hated cause. We are sure he was not idle 
there, but, so far as the main current 
of the work of the gospel is concerned, 
he was hidden. Barnabas had recognized 
his ability and coveted for him a place 
of leadership in the Church. He also 
coveted for the Church such able leader- 
ship. Antioch seemed the answer. Saul 
and Antioch were made for each other— 
Saul, with his knowledge of Grecian 
culture, and Antioch, with its great 
Greek population. 

Now if Barnabas had desired, he could 
have stepped right into a place of un-

Nicodemuses waiting for us in the dark 
shadows of Harbour Court (in those days 
a very dark alley), hungry souls seeking 
earnestly to find out more about heaven 
and the way there. “I find it so hard 
to believe,” said one. “As a child I be- 
lieved, but not now.” 

“Then you must become a child again. 
God is asking you to believe His Word.” 

We met two at Parnell Street corner, 
one of whom was a Jesuit who had stud- 
ied five years in a theological college. 
He dropped the remark to his friend, 
“These ladies know more about Chris- 
tianity than we do; and they are sin- 
cere, or they wouldn’t be out this time 
of night.” 

He took us into a nearby café for cof- 
fee and there questioned us further about 
sin and confession. Did we believe in 
the confessional? We told him we con- 
fessed our sins to Jesus, our great High 
Priest in heaven. “That’s good enough,” 
he said. He acknowledged that the ques- 
tion of victory over sin had him beaten. 
He said that he had always been led to 
believe that Moody and Sankey’s gospel 
was all emotionalism. But when we 
spoke of how our father’s life had been 
revolutionized by D. L. Moody’s visit, he 
said he was compelled to admit that he 
was in the wrong. 

We went on distributing till it started 
to rain, three o’clock. We had given out 
three thousand booklets during the eve- 
ning. It seemed to us that God had bap- 
tized the city with the spirit of taking. 
It staggered us. We had nothing to do 
but to “stand still and see the salvation 
of our God.” 

Again I remember an incident in Cork 
City. It was a cold November night. I 
had been giving out Catholic Gospels to 
young fellows hanging about the quays 
and lounging at street corners, when 
suddenly God spoke to me. He asked 
me why I was giving the books only to 
the poor people and leaving out the more 
educated and well-to-do. I said, “Lord, 
I’m a coward: that is why. I am afraid 
of the reproach of the cross.” I sought 
His forgiveness and promised Him there 
in that alley that I would give the Scrip- 
tures in the future without partiality to 
the rich and to the poor. 

As I turned again into Patrick Street, 
I noticed a tall man, well-groomed, 
standing looking thoughtfully into a shop 
window. An inner voice said, “Give one 
to that man.” I knew that I had to 
speak to him or break my vow. I said, 
“Excuse me, I have in my case here a 
Douay Testament; I wonder if you would 
be interested in reading it?” 

He turned and said tersely, “Let’s see 
it.” Then, taking it from me and glanc- 
ing inside the cover, he said, “This is 
not Catholic, not Roman Catholic.” I 
assured him it was the authentic Douay 
Version, printed with the approval of 
Pope Pius XI. 

“Are you a Catholic?” he asked. 

“I’m just a Christian,” I replied. 

“Do you believe in the seven sacra- 
ments?” 


I asked him to enumerate them for 
me; and, as he did so, I told him what 
I believed about each. We had reached 
the last. 

Extreme unction—did I believe in it? 

“Yes,” I said, “I do; but let me show 
you my extreme unction, as it may be 
different from yours.” And I read to 
him from Jude 24: “Him who is able 
to preserve you without sin, and to pre- 
sent you spotless before the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy.” He took 
the book from me and, holding it close

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“Not Against Flesh and Blood” 


OR many years I have had on my list of wanted books a 

title by that peer of Scotch preachers of our century, Dr. 
Alexander Whyte of Edinburgh, Not Against Flesh and Blood, 
a title taken, of course, from Ephesians 6:12. As far as I know, 
there is no copy of this in the great libraries of North America, 
nor have I ever seen a copy for sale. Through the kindness, 
however, of the Library of New College, Edinburgh, I have 
been privileged to borrow and read this remarkable address, 
which was published during the First World War. 


Though we are not warring with some great earthly power 
today, Christians are more than ever wrestling with princi- 
palities and powers, and I thought perhaps that many readers 
of these columns would be blessed, as I have been, by reading 
again some of the lines of Alexander Whyte. 


Without any further comment let me place some of the most 
pointed passages here before you. 


“Paul as good as says this in the text: We, the apostles of 
the Lord, wrestle not against Caligula, nor against Domitian. 
But we put on the whole armor of God and in that armor we 
wrestle against all the spiritual wickedness that has taken 
possession of those evil men who sit in such high places. And 
had the same apostle been with us in these days, he would to 
a certainty have adapted his epistle to our present war, and 
would have written that we wrestle not against the emperor 
of Germany, nor against the emperor of Austria, nor against 
the sultan of Turkey, for they all are but flesh and blood. We 
wrestle rather, he would have said, against all the spiritual 
wickedness that has taken possession of those high-placed

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men, and of all the unhappy peoples they rule over and 
represent... 


“Devilish wickedness is by far the worst kind of wickedness; 
for it is not the wickedness of mere flesh and blood, it is the 
far worse wickedness of bitter envy and burning hatred and 
deep-designed and murderous ill-will. No, our real and true 
and never-to-be-forgiven enemies are not this flesh-and-blood 
Kaiser or that flesh-and-blood Sultan; our only real and true 
and never-to-be-forgiven enemies, to which no quarter is ever 
to be given, are the envy and the jealousy and the hatred and 
the murderous malice and ill-will that have all so taken 
possession of our flesh-and-blood enemies. 


“And, in like manner, and on the same spiritual principle, 
our real and true allies are not so much Belgium and France 
and Russia and Italy. Our real and true allies are rather the 
intellectual and moral and spiritual qualities of those great 
peoples. Our real and true allies are the truthfulness and the 
faithfulness and the nobility and the bravery and the splendid 
self-denial and self-sacrifice of those peoples and their rulers. 
And thus the priceless assistance that those peoples are giving 
us lies far less in their men and their munitions than in their 
high moral and spiritual character, in contrast with the low 
moral and spiritual character of our present flesh-and-blood 
enemies. .. 


“But, now, my brethren, with all that, and to come still more 
home to ourselves, and to our own still more inward war. For 
all the time, we must not be so exclusively occupied and ab- 
sorbed with our war with Germany as to lose sight even for a 
moment of the far more deadly war that goes on unceasingly 
within our own souls. Yes, within our own souls, if, indeed, we 
have been recruited of Christ, and have been harnessed by 
His Spirit for His holy war within our own souls. 


“Let all things be always attended to according to their real 
importance, in their true measure, and in their due order; all 
our wars and everything else. And this our inward war comes 
first and last and always. For this present German war, like 
all such outward wars, will sooner or later come to an end, and 
most of us will live to survive it. But our inward war, once 
really entered on, will never come to an end in this world. 


“At the same time, unlike in many things, there is one thing 
in which our inward spiritual war is not unlike our outward 
German war and that one thing is this: We read from time to 
time in the dispatches from the front that for some days there 
has been little doing. But, suddenly, the whole scene is 
changed. For in a moment, whole hell is let loose, till the 
amount of carnage cannot be counted. And your inward war 
and mine, my brethren, is often exactly like that. For we also 
have sometimes comparatively quiet days and nights, com- 
paratively unassailed days and nights. But, then, like those at 
the front, sometimes without a moment’s warning, the very 
devil is let loose in all his fury within our souls. There is no 
good in mincing such matters. Yes. very hell itself will some- 
times in a moment burst up within our inmost souls.” 
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These lines are being written in England. During the month 
of July, while in London, it has been my great privilege to 
stay at the headquarters of the China Inland Mission, and 
while there I was introduced to a work that had previously 
escaped me. By the famous author of missionary classics, Mrs. 
Howard Taylor, Behind the Ranges is the biography of James 
Outram Fraser, who at the age of twenty-two left for China. 
He spent the next thirty years of his life, 1908-1938, as a mis- 
sionary in Lisuland, southwest China. In the chapter, “Powers 
of Darkness,” I have come upon one of the most amazing illus- 
trations in modern literature of a Christian warrior actually 
doing battle with demon powers. 


When he had been in the field about five years, alone, pray- 
ing, mastering the language, itinerating and preaching, with- 
out yet any appreciable results, he entered into a period of 
depression that he soon recognized was being caused by in- 
fluences from within his immediate environment. This is the 
way Mrs. Howard Taylor writes of it: 


“Strange uncertainty began to shadow his inward life. All 
he had believed and rejoiced in became unreal, and even his 
prayers seemed to mock him as the answers faded into 
nothingness. ‘Does God answer prayer?’ loomed larger and 
larger as a tormenting question. ‘Does He know and care?’ 
Your faith, your expectation—what is the outcome? In his 
solitude, depression such as he had never known before closed 
down upon him. Was he really right in the course he had 
taken? Five years in China and so little to show for it! Was 
there anything after all in his burden of prayer for the Lisu? 
How he dreaded the coming of some letter in a tone of sym- 
pathy—‘Perhaps you have been mistaken,’ or ‘Are you sure you 
are in the will of God?’” 


Just at this time someone sent him a copy of a magazine, 
which previously he had not seen, The Overcomer. Mrs. Taylor 
says: “Its appearance in the poor little shack in those Lisu 
mountains was surely timed by omnipotent love, for it set 
forth the very truth needed in that strange conflict, and ‘the 
truth shall make you free.’ The fact that came over Fraser, 
as he pored over the welcome pages, reading and rereading 
every word, was that Satan is indeed a conquered foe. Christ, 
our risen Lord, has in very truth ‘bruised his head’ upon the 
cross of shame. ‘Having put off from Himself [through His 
death] the principalities and the powers, He made a show of 
them openly, triumphing over them in it.’ This he had held 
before, as a matter of doctrine. Now it shone out for him in 
letters of light that victory is ours. 


“Satan had desired to have him—determined, as he realized, 
upon wrecking him as a missionary, then and there. No words 
could tell what the long struggle in the dark had been. But 
now the mighty Victor took him by the hand. What other voice 
could have said as He said it—‘Triumph thou because of Me? 
Overcome, overcome, even as I also overcame.’ Now, in the 
Lisu mountains, he responded again and yet more deeply to 
the liberating power of the same cross. ‘They overcame him 
[the great enemy] by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony.’ There, in that poor shack, the victory was 
won that was to mean life to thousands. 


With these glorious passages on his lips and in his heart and 
mind, Fraser wrote that he had found that James 4:7, “Resist 
the devil, and he will flee from you,” really had worked; in 
fact. he said that as the Lord had resisted the devil vocally, 
“Get thee behind me, Satan,” so he did also. “I, in humble 
dependence on Him, did the same. I talked to Satan at that 
time, using the promises of Scripture as weapons. And they 
worked. Right then, the terrible oppression began to pass 
away. 

“One had to learn gradually how to use the new-found 
weapon of resistance. I had so much to learn! It seemed as if 
God was saying, ‘You are crying to Me to do a big work among 
the Lisu; I am wanting to do a big work in you yourself.” 


But the battle was not yet over, and he began to experience 
the persistent experience of evil thoughts which almost came 
to be an obsession. We must now let Mr. Fraser speak himself: 


“These thoughts were present with me even when I was 
preaching. I went out of the city to a hidden gully on the 
hillside, one of my prayer haunts, and there voiced my deter- 
mined resistance to Satan in the matter. I claimed deliverance 
on the ground of my Redeemer’s victory on the cross. I even 
shouted my resistance to Satan and all his thoughts. The 
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obsession collapsed then and there, like a pack of cards, to 
return no more. 


“James 4:7 is still in the Bible. Our Lord cried, we are told, 
‘with a loud voice’ at the grave of Lazarus. He cried ‘with a 
loud voice’ from the cross. In times of conflict I still find de- 
liverance through repeating Scripture out loud, appropriate 
Scripture, brought to my mind through the Holy Spirit. It is 
like crashing through opposition. ‘Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you.’” 


The Present Necessity 
for Holy Living 


N a new work by Professor Berkouwer of Leyden University, 

Faith and Sanctification, I came upon an amazing passage 

in which the professor rightly insists that the world is not so 

much interested today in our claim to be justified by faith, or 

even in the doctrines we insist upon, but that the unbeliever in 

the world is interested in “a presumptuous note, a pretension, 
namely of being different.” 


I am writing these notes at Keswick, England, and am re- 
minded in so doing of a tremendous sermon I heard when a 
student at Moody Bible Institute in 1914, by one of Keswick’s 
most beloved speakers of a former generation, Dr. J. Stuart 
Holden, vicar of St. Paul’s Church, Portman Square, London. 
The text Dr. Holden used was Daniel 6:20: “And when he 
came to the den, he cried with a lamentable voice unto Daniel: 
and the king spake and said unto Daniel, O Daniel, servant of 
the living God, is thy God, whom thou servest continually, 
able to deliver thee from the lions?” From this he asked us 
the question, “Are we living in such a way that the pagan 
world around us realizes we are daily delivered from the pow- 
ers which oppress and bind and enslave them?” 


Incidentally, I must add here that Professor Berkouwer re- 
cently gave two addresses in my own seminary in Pasadena 
on the present authority of the Word of God. These were two 
of the greatest messages on the subject of inspiration and the 
authority of the Scriptures that any of our faculty had ever 
heard. 


Almost parallel with Professor Berkouwer’s statement is a 
concluding sentence in the book by Dr. Elliott-Binns, which is 
referred to below: “One crying need of our day is for prophets 
to guide us. But our age is unwilling to listen to prophets even 
if we had them. And their thoughts would be drowned in the 
hurry and clamor of the mgdern world; and so the task is laid 
on lesser people, men and women like ourselves. If our contri- 
bution can be but small, it must not be withheld; and even if 
it is the contribution of Christian living rather than Christian 
thought, it may not be the less valuable on that account, for 
ultimately our problems will, I believe, be solved as much by 
saints as by savants.” 


A Further Word Regarding 
Religion in England 


ihe addition to the volumes which I mentioned last month, 
surveying religious conditions in Great Britain at the pres- 
ent time, I have since writing these paragraphs read two later 
volumes that have just been published, dealing more with the 
theological aspect of the subject than with the ecclesiastical 
and statistical. The smaller volume, for the most part dealing 
with an earlier period, bears the comprehensive title, The De- 
velopment of English Theology in the Later 19th Century, and 
is by Dr. L. E. Elliott-Binns, at one time lecturer in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge. In the very first chapter, “The Position 
in 1860,” the author makes a very significant statement: 


“Many of the most violent attacks on Christianity came 
from those who had once been its adherents. Among the most 
active was Leslie Stephen. He had been ordained priest six 
months before the appearance of The Origin of Species in 
1859, but his faith does not immediately seem to have been 
shaken, for in the following year he urged Ainger to be or- 
dained. In fact, it was not until 1875 that he ceased to be a 
clergyman. John Morley, another outstanding opponent of 
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orthodoxy, had gone up to Oxford with the intention of being 
ordained.” 


I am afraid that the statement cannot be said to be exag- 
gerated that, as a result of the widespread acceptance of the 
theories of Darwin and evolution as a whole, “the ground was 
being prepared for a sort of religion of nature which, in a few 
generations, displaced Christianity for a large part of man- 
kind.” 


I am not attempting here to review this book, but to those 
who are interested in theological developments in the English 
world, it is indispensable. There are, however, here and there 
scattered quotations that make the volume doubly rich. For 
example, when the great Plato scholar, Benjamin Jowett, 
toward the end of his life, tried to persuade Cosmo Gordon 
Lang to undertake theological teaching at Balliol College at 
Oxford, which Jowett made famous, the Platoist confessed, 
“We do not seem able now to inspire the young men. We may 
have truth, but we have no fire.” 


One regrets to find in all of these surveys of theological 
thinking in England, that not only is evolution accepted, and 
practically all the major results of higher criticism, but the 
concept of verbal inspiration is abandoned and even severely 
condemned, as with this author. And with this generally goes 
a superior tone in the repudiation of what is called funda- 
mentalism. 


At the close of the century, our author says, “all people felt 
that neither the Church nor the Bible could any longer be ac- 
cepted without question. The results of this were fearful and 
continued to be so.” As a consequence, some sought refuge in 
the Church of Rome, which claimed to be infallible, others in 
fundamentalism; but the great majority gradually lapsed into 
indifference. (My readers will recall that this word “indiffer- 
ence” was insisted upon in the volumes referred to in the 
previous issue.) 


Speaking of the revival of mysticism in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, the author rightly remarks: ‘“Mysti- 
cism and a reliance on spiritual intuition, however, though 
they might help those who were religious by nature or up- 
bringing to bolster up their faith, were of little avail to com- 
mon men and women for whom the traditional religion, re- 
ceived on authority, had had no verification in personal ex- 
perience. Confused and disquieted, many of them abandoned 
religion as a matter beyond their comprehension and drifted 
into indifference and agnosticism. Their confusion and un- 
certainty were aggravated by the freedom with which religious 
questions were discussed in the public press, often by those 
quite unqualified to deal with such matters. Fancy religions 
also arose to satisfy man’s religious needs, and these too added 
to the prevailing confusion.” 


And so our author concludes: ‘After surveying the destruc- 
tive results of biblical criticism, of the doctrine of evolution, 
of a philosophy abandoning a personal God, we thus have the 
beginnings of that spirit of indifference which has reached 
such terrible proportions in our own day, when sport and the 
cinema have almost completely displaced more serious matters 
in the mind of the average man and woman. People will not 
be bothered by such matters as their sins and shortcomings, 
and are averse to subjects which may disturb that state of 
mental torpor which is based on the refusal to face funda- 
mentals.” 


What we need, all of us who belong to Christ, all of us who 
take His gospel seriously, all of us who believe that men are 
lost without Christ, is more earnest prayer, a truer manifesta- 
tion of genuine New Testament holiness, and a greater power 
from God by His Holy Spirit to meet the spiritual numbing 
effects of the age in which we live. The deepening subtleties of 
Satan, and the spirit of error which the New Testament clear- 
ly declares, will hover over this world as the age draws to its 
close. For such an hour as this our sufficiency must be of God. 


The other volume, published this year by the Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge, is by the recently deceased 
Dr. John Kenneth Mozeley, entitled, Some Tendencies in 
British Theology. This volume begins its survey with the pub- 
lication of that convulsing work, Lux Mundi, a volume of es- 
says issued by a number of Oxford men, published in 1889, and 
requiring twelve editions in less than three years; certainly 
one of the most influential works in British theology, and 
throughout contrary to a position of evangelical conservative 
theology.

Dr. Mozeley’s volume contains discussions of almost all the 
important theologians of the first half of the twentieth cen- 
tury; R. C. Moberly, Charles Gore, Harnack, Dean Inge, For- 
syth, Schweitzer, Dr. Hensley Henson, von Hiigel, and, in 
Scotland, Marcus Dods, John Baillie, Robert Flint, H. R. 
Mackintosh, W. P. Paterson, etc. It is interesting in the midst 
of these liberals to find a paragraph on the late Dr. W. H. 
Griffith Thomas. 


What convictions does one have on closing a volume such as 
this regarding “tendencies in British theology’? The first 
would be that the main currents in British theology since 1900 
have been flowing away from the great central truth of the 
divine inspiration and authority of the Holy Scriptures, and in 
this swift current carrying many with them. 


The author is tragically right in saying that “the liberal 
evangelicals have abandoned the notion of biblical inerrancy.” 
He makes an astonishing statement regarding Dr. E. W. 
Barnes, bishop of Birmingham, one of the most radical men 
in the Church of England today, who long ago gave up mir- 
acles and the supernatural in the Christian faith. This is what 
Dr. Moberly says: 


“With the acceptance by liberal evangelicals of theories of 
evolution and of the methods of the higher criticism, and their 
abandonment of the former notion of the verbal infallibility 
of the Bible, the difference between them and Dr. Barnes 
largely disappears.” 


A statement like that leads directly to the second conclusion 
one reaches on reading this volume, namely, that the line of 
demarcation that once existed to separate leaders of theolog- 
ical thought who believe in the great truths of revelation, and 
those who have abandoned such truths for a sort of anemic 
non-supernatural or at least non-miraculous Christianity, is 
being erased. 


One should ponder the meaning of the fact that the ‘“‘theo- 
logical temper of today is not controversial, but one that seeks 
to discover the synthesis until justice is done to the two ap- 
parently contrary positions.” This is reaffirmed in such a re- 
mark as “the general tendency has been away from the em- 
phasis upon differences and their insistence upon exactness 
of dogmatic definition, whether positively or negatively. There 
is a confirming of a common mind among scholars who belong 
to different Christian communions.” With the problems of the 
sacraments, the nature of the Church, etc., we are not here 
concerned. 


I leave without comment the statement that “among high 
churchmen or Anglo-Catholics today who are men of biblical 
scholarship, the fundamentalist position would have no sup- 
porters.”’ One is brought up with a jolt when he reads that the 
undermining influences of new psychology is far greater in 
relation to the Christian faith than the destructive influence 
of the work of Darwin, now nearly a century ago. 


For me, one of the most valuable features of the volume is 
its comments upon some important volumes, that I regret to 
say heretofore escaped me, as for example: Conscience, Creeds x 
and Criticisms (1918), by Cyril Emmett; Catholic and Protes- 
tant Elements in Christianity (1924), by Dr. O. C. Quick; 
Belief and Practice (1915), by Will Spens; The Gospel of God 
and the Authority of the Church (1937), by W. L. Knox and 
A. R. Vidler; The Church of England (1924), by Dr. Arthur C. 
Headlam; The Ground of Faith and the Chaos of Thought 
(1931), by Dr. O. C. Quick. 


I have read nothing for a long time that has made me realize 
the need of a strong, manly, adequate Christian scholarship 
set for the defense of the faith as the 150 pages of this survey 
of theological literature.

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The Grace of the Spirit 


disputed leadership in the church at 
Antioch. He had come on authorization 
of the mother church and the apostles, 
and would have been immediately ac- 
cepted. But Barnabas was not looking 
for personal advancement. He was look- 
ing for the welfare of the church, and 
the progress of the gospel, and a place 
where young Saul could exercise his 
great gifts. 

So Barnabas set out for Tarsus, with 
a name and no address, but a determina- 
tion to find his man. Prayer and de- 
termination, that is. “And when he had 
found him, he brought him to Antioch.” 
I do not know how Saul at first reacted 
to the proposition, but he could not 
long resist the conviction and the grace 
of this son of encouragement, who now 
for a second time was befriending him. 
The same man who had opened the way 
to fellowship in the church at Jerusalem 
was now opening the way for him into 
the active apostolate, not in any superior 
spirit of patronage, but in a sincere spirit 
of appreciation and brotherliness. So 
this “good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost,” who had shown the grace of the 
Spirit toward a needy society, toward 
a suspected newcomer, and toward a 
novel departure, was now showing the 
same grace of the Spirit toward a hidden 
servant. 

The sons of Barnabas are still with us, 
men who have a genius for helping 
young ministers into places of useful- 
ness. May their tribe increase! For this 
too is a real ministry. and is one of God’s 
ways of fitting the right man into the 
right place. Only let it be done as a 
matter of grace, not of politics or pat- 
ronage, and it will prove a blessing, for 
the furtherance of the gospel.

When the first missionary expedition 
set out from Antioch of Syria, Barnabas 
was the senior member and Saul the 
junior member of the team. Before it 
had proceeded far, the order was 
changed. “Barnabas and Saul” had be- 
come “Paul and his company.” How did 
it happen? 

Chiefly, it was the ordering of the Holy 
Spirit. One factor, it is true, was the 
superior ability and more dominant per- 
sonality of Saul (now Paul). Neverthe- 
less, it was the grace of the Spirit in 
Barnabas which recognized the superi- 
ority of his junior and, without the 
slightest shadow of resentment or jeal- 
ousy, encouraged him to assume the 
place of leadership. A man has gone far 
in sainthood when he can become as- 
sistant to his assistant and carry on with 
the same zest and love. So again Barna- 
bas for the third time manifested the 
grace of the Spirit to the same man. 
First it was to a suspected newcomer; 
then it was to a hidden servant; now it 
was to a superior junior. 


VI 
Who was right—Paul or Barnabas? 
Barnabas said, “Let us take John Mark 
with us again on this tour of the 
churches which we founded on our first 
tour.” Paul replied, “By no means. The 
man who deserted us last time can stay

home this time . . . And there arose a 
sharp contention, so that they parted 
asunder one from another.” 

That is a sad passage. And I suppose 
the question, Who was right? will be 
asked till the end of time. I am con- 
vinced that there was right on both 
sides. Barnabas thought of the man, 
Paul of the work. Barnabas reasoned, 
Why should not a youth who regrets his 
failure be given another chance? Paul 
reasoned, Why should the work be 
jeopardized for the sake of a man we 
cannot trust? 

Some will argue that Paul must have 
been right, because the Holy Spirit has 
recorded his missionary journeys, and 
not those of Barnabas. But I am pre- 
pared to answer that Barnabas was 
right, because he saved a splendid young 
man for the ministry who might other- 
wise have been lost to it, and so thor- 
oughly saved him that Paul himself at 
last wrote to Timothy, “Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee; for he is profitable 
to me for the ministry.” 

Let us admit that perhaps Mark was 
not yet ready for the rigors of a Pauline 
campaign. But under the gentler tute- 
lage of Barnabas he became a good min- 
ister, fit companion and interpreter of 
Peter, writer of what was probably the 
earliest of our four Gospels, and was at 
last commended by the very apostle who 
had rejected him. 

But the point for us is this: here we 
see the grace of the Spirit in a paroxysm. 
Grace is not always yielding. It will 
hotly oppose what it believes to be con- 
trary to grace. Here Barnabas, who had 
shown much grace to Paul, separated 
from him in his determination to show 
grace to another. So this “good man, and 
full of the Holy Ghost,” manifested the 
grace of the Spirit toward a youthful 
failure. Let us help our brethren who 
have stumbled in their early steps. They 
may yet rise to sublime heights of holy 
service. 

“Be filled with the Spirit,” and you 
will be full of grace.

Already, some 15,000 or more evan- 
gelical pastors have promised their 
wholehearted support and co-operation 
to Campaign Director Horace F. Dean, 
long known as the instigator of the 
Christ for America campaign in cities 
throughout the nation.

+ THE idea of a simultaneous campaign 
is not new. Southern Baptists tried it 
two years ago with good success. Others 
have also followed this approach. But 
this is probably the first time in the 
religious history of the United States 
and Canada that such a large-scale plan 
has been attempted on an interdenomi- 
national level.

If Christians everywhere 
back it fervently with earnest interces- 
sion, the leaders hope for an average of 
one soul per day in each church par- 
ticipating. This would mean some 600,000 
professions of faith during the thirty- 
day period.

With all the planning, preparation and 
promotion, Dean and his co-workers 
look to every individual Christian to 
become an integral, vital part of the 
Christ for Everyone campaign. Only in 
that way, they emphasize, can we hope 
for a gracious outpouring of God’s Holy 
Spirit upon His children in this historic 
and crucial election year.

What vou should know 
about planning, packing 
and mailing gifis 

for missionaries 


of Christmas presents to your mis- 

sionary? A good idea, but be careful 

that your generosity doesn’t cause 
him needless trouble and expense. Here 
are some things to think of. 

1. Will there be duty to pay? If you 
don't know, find out from the missionary 
or from the mission office. Don’t take it 
for granted that gifts are duty free. They 
aren’t. There is even duty on second- 
hand clothing in some places. After you 
have bought the present and paid the 
cost of sending it to the field, you don’t 


f= you planning to send a package

want the missionary to have to pay more 
than it’s worth in customs charges. It 
has happened. 

2. When should the package be sent? 
Right away, if possible. Parcel post is 
slow and may take two or three months 
to reach some fields. Of course you can 
send it by air for a somewhat larger fee. 

3. How should it be packed? As 
strongly as possible without adding too

much weight. Duty is sometimes charged 
on the wrappings. Find out from your 
post office how much weight can be put 
in one package. Some countries allow 
eleven pounds; for others the limit is a 
little over four pounds. Packages should 
not be sealed.

4. What papers need to be filled out? 
Your post office will supply you with the 
international parcel post label and cus- 
toms declaration cards. Fill these decla- 
rations out accurately and completely. 
If you don’t, the missionary may have 
to pay a fine in addition to the customs 
charge. But don’t attach customs decla- 
rations to a package of books unless you 
are ordered to do so. Just be sure the 
package is plainly marked “Books.” Most 
countries do not charge duty on books 
not for resale if they don’t have a cus- 
toms declaration attached. 

5. What can I send? Again you had 
better ask the missionary or the mission 
office. No two countries are exactly alike. 
A package of chocolates will melt in 
transit in the tropics. Electric gadgets 
are useless where there is no electricity. 
A gaudy American necktie might not be 
just the thing to wear in another land. 





October Call for Prayer 








apan has been in the missionary spotlight for the past 
J six or seven years. Why haven’t we made greater prog- 
ress there? Hundreds of missionaries have gone out. Many 
pastors and evangelists have visited the country and held 
enthusiastic mass meetings. What’s wrong? 

There are two hurdles to which American Christians 
have not paid enough attention. One is the language. Our 
many new missionaries are all tongue-tied. They have 4. 
message, but they don’t yet know how to express it. Japa 
nese is a difficult language for Americans. It takes years 
to learn it well enough so that the missionary doesn’t sound 
like a foreigner preaching a foreign doctrine. 

Another hurdle is the people. The Japanese are not 
necessarily a mysterious people. But they are different. 
Like all peoples, they have their own ways of thinking and 


acting—what we often call culture. And their ways are 
not our ways. Until we know the people, our message is 
likely to be shrouded in fog. They will see vaguely the 
promise it offers, but its details, its implications for their 
lives, will be obscured by the mists. 

Missionaries in Japan therefore need our prayers. Christ, 
the great Missionary, became man that He might reach 
men. They cannot become Japanese in that same sense. 
But this they can do, through the Spirit the missionaries 
can learn to enter into the speech and lives of the people 
in such a way that the foreign origin of these Christian 
workers will be forgotten. The missionaries can learn to 
“think Japanese.” They can then show the Japanese what 
Christ can mean to them in their own lives and circum- 
stances. Pray for the missionaries to Japan. 
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In some cases it might even be better 
to send the money and let the missionary 
do his own buying. At any rate, make 
sure your gift will bring the pleasure 
you want it to bring to your missionary 
friend.

North Korean Prisoners: Armistice 
negotiations in Korea bogged down over 
the issue of prisoner exchange. Not only 
do the United Nations hold a vastly 
greater number of prisoners than the 
Communists, they have found out that 
at least half the prisoners don’t want to 
go home. 

Veteran missionaries working with 
North Koreans in the prisoner of war 
camp near Pusan tell one of the reasons 
for this attitude. Many of the prisoners 
have become Christian. The Christians 
feel, they write, that “it would mean sure 
death to them if they were forced back 
into the north.” They were so worried 
about it that some of the women pris- 
oners spent a whole night in prayer over 
the matter. 

Lost Leadership: “Five hundred 
church workers have been either mar- 
tyred or captured by the Communists in 
North Korea,” says a recent report. This 
is indeed a serious loss to the church. 
The Presbyterians alone have lost more 
than 300 of their ministers and evan- 
gelists. The Methodists report 46. Many 
of the families are among the refugees 
in South Korea dependent on relief. Still 
Christianity continues to expand. 

A Unique Ministry: Dr. R. A. Torrey, 
Jr., lost an arm in West China during 
the war. Later the Communists seized 
the whole country and all missionary 
work was halted. Dr. Torrey, with other 
veteran China missionaries, was faced 
with a problem. Where could he serve 
now? 

The Presbyterian Board has found the 
answer. It has ‘assigned Dr. Torrey to 
Korea. His work? To minister to ampu- 
tees and help rehabilitate them. There 
are thousands of such amputees as a 
result of the war. 

The work is interdenominational and 
calls for a team of workers. Two centers 
are planned. One will fit the amputees 
with artificial limbs and teach them how 
to use them. The other will provide 
spiritual counsel and help the men to 
find their place in life.

A new mission- 
ary couple had a visitor. He didn’t speak 
any English and they had not yet 
learned much Japanese. Yet he said he 
wanted to learn about Christianity, so 
they were glad to explain things as best 
they could. 

The man claimed to be an agent for 
the International Friendship Club. The 
club’s purpose was to help the cause of 
world peace by getting students in dif- 
ferent lands to write to each other. His 
own job was to go to the high schools 
and get students to join. If he could only

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help them to understand foreigners 
better. 

It seemed like a wonderful opportu- 
nity. Even if the missionaries couldn’t 
speak very well they could offer him 
some books in Japanese to supplement 
their explanations. Just think what an 
influence such a man could be if he were 
truly converted! 

It wasn’t until some time later that 
they noticed other things missing besides 
the books. Then the police came and said 
that someone had been robbing a num- 
ber of homes. Had they lost anything? 
They had, but for the present they pre- 
ferred rather to pray for the “seeker” 
than to act. 

But worse was to come. A delegation 
of high school teachers called on them. 
To their dismay they learned that the 
man had used their name as a reference 
to get into the high school, supporting 
his claim by showing the books they had 
loaned him. He spoke to the students, 
collected “membership fees,” and then 
disappeared. The police couldn’t locate 
him. Why had the missionaries helped 
him? 

Why, indeed? At the time it had 
seemed the right thing to do. But now it 
looked as if their whole testimony might 
suffer for this one mistake of judgment. 

“Perhaps you’ve been in a situation 
like this at home,” they write. “for the 
devil attacks in the same ways there. 
But in a strange land, we are surely 
bewildered!” 


FORMOSA 


Correspondence School Increase: 
“Three times in this last year we have 


had to move to a larger office,” writes 
missionary Dick Hillis. Hillis is a former 
China missionary who is now directing 
a Bible correspondence school in For- 
mosa. There are now 30,000 students en- 
rolled, and an increase to 50,000 is ex- 
pected. The personal witness of the 
students, too, is bearing fruit. During 
June they report 4,186 personally led to 
the Lord. A major problem, in addition 
to larger quarters, is enough teachers to 
handle the lessons and counsel the 
students. 


NEW GUINEA 


First TEAM Missionaries: Newest ar- 
rival in the primitive field of Nether- 
lands New Guinea is The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission.

machinery. All in all, the cargo’s worth 
was estimated at about half a million 
dollars. 

Evangelist Billy Graham was there 
for the dedication. But directing the 
whole enterprise is the well-known 
Christian businessman, R. G. LeTour- 
neau. LeTourneau, who says that “God 
runs my business,” has obtained a long- 
term lease on half a million acres of 
jungle land in Liberia. He plans to cut 
and export timber, clear the land and 
plant such crops as rice, grapefruit, 
bananas and palms. But all of it with a 
purpose, a missionary purpose. 

Time quotes LeTourneau as saying, 
“Hungry natives will listen to us about 
God if we can show them a field of grain 
with a combine harvesting more in a 
day than they can eat in a year.” In 
other words, LeTourneau believes that 
religion and economics are not entirely 
independent of one another. What he is 
attempting is an agricultural mission on 
a grand scale in one of Africa’s most 
undeveloped regions. 

One of the most interesting features of 
this experiment is that it is not in the 
hands of the “modernists.” No one could 
possibly put LeTourneau in that cate- 
gory. Yet it certainly is not missionary 
work in the restricted sense which some 
of his friends would use. There seems 
to be too little emphasis on preaching. 

Without a doubt the mission is going 
to stir up a lot of discussion. There will 
be many arguments pro and con. But 
this much is sure: we are going to see 
how the methods of “big business” work 
when applied to missions by one who 
is not trained as a missionary. Le- 
Tourneau is bound to hit some snags, 
to learn some lessons. His lack of knowl- 
edge of the Africans practically assures 
it. But it is not beyond possibility that 
missionaries also may get a new slant 
on their job from his experiment. 

You can’t help being refreshed and 
encouraged by the example of a busi- 
nessman who takes the Christian mis- 
sion so seriously.

“YVANGELICALS in these pre-election 
BK weeks are being reminded that they 
can do more than cast their ballots on 
November 4—they can join in mighty 
prayer for divine guidance at this crit- 
ical time in the nation’s history. 


Ballots and Prayer 

Sounding such a call to prayer, the 
Great Commission Prayer League is ask- 
ing continuing intercession. “individual- 
ly, at family worship, in cottage prayer 
meetings, at weekly prayer meetings, .. . 
and other services as God gives oppor- 
tunity.” In addition it is urging ob- 
servance of Wednesday, October 29, as 
a nation-wide and united Day of Prayer 
that God will cause the men of His 
choice to be elected. 

“God only knows men,” the League 
points out in posters being distributed 
from its Chicago headquarters at 808 
North LaSalle Street. Let us beseech 
Him to graciously manage the voting so 
that mercy, not judgment. may be our 
portion in this national election.” 

The call adds that if the carrying out 
of the Great Commission for world evan- 
gelization is affected either favorably or 
adversely by the elected government in 
our day it will be because of the attitude 
of the Lord’s people. 


Time to Build 

Also significant in the national picture 
this month is the assertion that the 
U.S. is experiencing “the most critical 
shortage of churches in its history.” 

Such was the word given recenily to 
the General Council of the Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches. According 
to the figures presented before this group, 
there are “seventy million Americans 
who have no church of their own choice 
in the community in which they live.” 
A total of 6.600 new Protestant churches 
will have to be provided during the next 
decade, the report added. if the goal of 
one church for each 5,000 persons is to 
be reached. 


In Terms of Numbers 

Meanwhile new statistics show that 
nearly three out of every five Americans 
now hold membership in a church or 
other religious body. 

Church members constitute 58 per 
cent of the national population com- 
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pared with 49 per cent in 1940 and 47 


per cent in 1930—this according to a 
survey conducted by the National Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in the 
USS.A. 

Other figures show the number of local 
churches rose from 281,511 to 284.592. and 
church pastors from 166,891 to 181.123 
between 1950 and 1951. There has been 
an increase of 40,000 active clergymen 
since 1940, the survey said. In 1951 there 
were 258,877 Sunday schools of all faiths 
with 30,658,149 members, a gain of more 
than 900,000 members over the previous 
year. 


Floating Gospel 

In Europe a unique attack is to be 
launched against atheism behind the 
Iron Curtain. Small balloons carrying 
waterproof envelopes, each containing a 
vortion of the Scriptures or an entire 
Bible, will be loosed in Europe by work- 
ers of the International Council of 
Christian Churches to be carried into 
Soviet dominated countries on the west 
winds. 

“The greatest single weapon in the 
hands of freedom-loving people in their 
struggle with expanding Communism is 
the Bible,” the Council declares. 

In other Council news nine countries 
were represented at the recent British re- 
gional conference in Edinburgh. Scotland. 
The countries were Scotland. England, 
Ireland. the Netherlands, France, Switzer- 
land, Canada, Sweden, and the US. 


Where Announcers Pray 

“How wonderful it is to hear an an- 
nouncer pray,” a listener to the Chris- 
tian owned and managed radio station 
WHJC at Matewan, W.Va., commented 
recently. 

Not yet a year old, WHJC went on 
the air Dec. 2, 1951, and is heard from 
5 a.m. to sunset. About 30 per cent of 
the station’s schedule is made up of 


Christian presentations. Terse gospel 
messages are read at peak listening 
times. 


Support from four business men and 
gifts from interested friends financed 
erection of the station. Advertising time 
is sold to carefully screened advertisers 
and no commercial advertising is per- 
mitted on Sunday. 


CBMC for Korea 


The fifteenth annual convention of the. 


Christian Business Men’s Committee In- 
ternational will convene in Atlantic City. 
N. J., Oct. 15 to 19 with this convention 
theme: “Our Obligation” (Rom. 1:14-16). 

The convention is preceded by a re- 
port that the CBMC of Pusan. Korea. is 
the 268th committee to affiliate with the 
international organization. It is the first 
such committee in Korea. Fourteen 
Christian business Men in Pusan com- 
prise the new CBMC.

Drive for Books 

In the field of education, a survey has 
revealed that many elementary and sec- 
ondary schools, Bible institutes, colleges 
and seminaries abroad have meager 
libraries. As a result a plan to provide 
100,000 books for Christian schools 
throughout the world has been an- 
nounced by the Commission on Interna- 
tional Relations of the National Asso- 
ciation of Evangelicals. 

Persons having suitable new or used 
books which they are willing to contrib- 
ute are being asked to give them to the 
association for the carrying out of the 
plan. Bible study books, dictionaries, 
commentaries, encyclopedias, biographies, 
sermons, Christian novels, missionary 
stories and Christian and secular text- 
books are wanted. 

Books may be in English or any other 
language. They will be forwarded to 
schools of evangelical denominations and 
mission boards without cost to them. 
Grants will be made only upon request 
of these schools, the NAE says. 

Books are being collected by the NAE 
Commission at the Bolta Company, Law- 
rence, Mass. Local collection depots also 
are being established. 


Named Acting Head 

Dr. G. Allen Fleece has been named 
acting president of Columbia Bible Col- 
lege. Columbia, 
S.C., to succeed the 
late Dr. Robert C. 
McQuilkin. Dr. 
Fleece served as 
professor of Bible 
and theology at the 
college during Dr. 
McQuilkin’s illness. 
Previously he had 
been pastor of 
churches in Ten- 
nessee and Georgia 
and at one time was a member of the 
faculty at Moody Bible Institute. He is 
a graduate of Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity and of Columbia Theological 
Seminary.

Deductions of up to 20 per cent 
for contributions to religious, char- 
itable, educational and other be- 
nevolent causes and organizations 
may now be made in computing 
federal income tax as a result of 
a bill recently passed by both 
houses of Congress and signed by 
President Truman. Formerly only 
a 15 per cent deduction for such 

contributions was allowed.

ROTC at Wheaton 

A unit of the army’s Senior Division 
Reserve Officers Training Corps (ROTC) 
is being started at Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Ill., to train special technician 
officers. Students completing the four- 
year requirements will be commissioned 
as second lieutenants in such services as 
transportation, communications, engi- 
neering, medical corps and the general 
army branches. 

Believing that military training is a 
part of today’s living, Dr. V. Raymond 
Edman, president of the college, recently 
explained, “Christian young men should 
have opportunity for officers training at 
a Christian college and, when needed, 
serve their country as leaders.” 

Lower classmen receive school credit 
for their ROTC participation. Upper 
classmen enrolled will receive school 
credit and a small allowance from the 
government. Unit members are draft 
exempt if grades are kept high enough, 
but they agree to serve in the army after 
graduation if their services are required. 


Convening Booksellers 

The recently organized Christian Book- 
sellers Association is beginning its third 
year under leadership of a new presi- 
dent and a newly appointed executive 
secretary following its annual convention 
in Chicago. Some 425 delegates regis- 
tered to make the convention the largest 
held to date. 

Dale Johnson, of South Bend, Ind., is 
the new association president, succeed- 
ing William Moore of Chicago. Moore 
who has headed the organization for the 
past two years was named to the newly 
created post of executive secretary. 

Other officers elected include Tom 
Magowan, Los Angeles, Calif., vice-pres- 
ident; Lugene White, Wheaton, IIl., sec- 
retary, and John Fish, Chicago, treas- 
urer. 


Expansion at Gull Lake 

Plans for enlarging the tabernacle to 
accommodate week end crowds are in 
view “in the near future’ for the Gull 
Lake Bible and Missionary Conference 
grounds, fifteen miles northwest of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. Increased attendance at 
tabernacle services was noted during the 
past summer. Some 300 to 400 addi- 
tional seats will be provided according 
to present plans. 

The conference’s 1952 season was high- 
lighted by the opening of a new, two- 
story Fellowship Center building con-

taining a dining room, kitchen, snack 
shop, lobby, conference offices and thirty 
guest rooms. 


Route to Peace? 

A plan to bring religious peace to 
strifetorn Colombia has been put forth 
by a Colombian Catholic, Jose Marie 
Chaves, now teaching at Queens College, 
N.Y. Mr. Chaves has suggested that Prot- 
estants agree to a missionary quota, stop 
publicizing persecution unless new at- 
tacks occur, limit preaching to churches 
and avoid attacking Catholic dogmas 
and priests. The formula would in return 
require the Roman Catholic Church and 
pro-Catholic government to denounce 
and punish anti-Protestant assaults and 
to guarantee “freedom of worship.” 

The Colombian foreign minister has 
promised a government statement on 
Chaves’ plan to ease the situation which 
during the last three years has brought 
death to twenty-five Protestants, hun- 
dreds of attacks on Protestant groups 
and the stoning, burning and dynamit- 
ing of their churches. 


Other news highlights from around 
the world include: 
BRAZIL—Dr. Edwin Orr and Carl 


Hahn are among the evangelists of the 
organization. Reavivamento Espiritual 
Brasileiro, who recently have preached 
to thousands of persons in church and 
open-air meetings in various states of 
this country. Not until last year, the or- 
ganization reports, did religious bodies 
begin co-operating in evangelistic meet- 
ings. There are more than one million 
church-going Protestants in this pre- 
dominantly Catholic country, the organi- 
zation adds. 


NORTH IRELAND—Government per- 
mission to use steel to build football 
grandstands and greyhound racetracks 
but not to build churches has brought 
criticism by D. S. McIlhagger, member 
of the Diocesan Synod in Belfast. The 
government has said that no more 
licenses to build churches will be granted 
this year. MclIlhagger protested that 
some children now attend church and 
school in the same building. 


GERMANY—A ban of all evangelical 
student groups in East German universi- 


ties and colleges has been “requested” 
by the Socialist Unity (Communist) 
party, according to Religious News Serv- 
ice. The party charges these groups with 
“disturbing the order at the Soviet zone 
universities and diverting the progres- 
sive elements of these institutions from 
their intention to defend the country by 
means of arms.” 

Another anti-church action in East 
Germany was the recent barring of East 
German Lutherans from attending the 
Lutheran World Federation Assembly in 
Hannover. 


FINLAN D—tThis country’s revised 
teaching plan retains religious education 
as part of the elementary school curri- 
culum although it reduces weekly periods 
for religious education from four to two. 
The school principals, however, have the 
authority to assign more time for reli- 
gious instruction. 


Religious instruction in schools here is 
based mainly on the Bible. In the lower 
classes teachers explain basic religious 
concepts; Bible stories are read to the 
middle grades, and in senior classes in- 
struction includes the Bible, history of 
the churches, and discussion of non- 
Christian religions. The new teaching 
plan provides that pupils who do not be- 
long to any church, be instructed in the 
history of religion and general ethics. 
Each school day begins with a hymn 
and a morning prayer. : 


ITALY—Fearful at the closing of sev- 
eral Protestant churches and successful 
opposition to the opening of others, the 
Federal Council of Italian Evangelical 
Churches has protested to Premier Al- 
cide De Gasperi in Rome that “numerous 
acts of religious intolerance and violence” 
have been committed against Protestants 
in Italy. The Council said it spoke for 
100,000 Italian Protestants. 


INDIA—Plans have: been announced 
for the establishment of a model leprosy 
research sanatorium and training center 
in Madras State under the joint sponsor- 
ship of American and British Protestant 
missionary groups. 

The sponsoring groups are the Amer- 
ican Leprosy Mission, Vellore Christian 
Medical College in India and the Mission

From Here and There 

p A total of 13,948 draft registrants have 
been classified as conscientious objectors, 
opposed to both combatant and non- 
combatant military service because of 
religious training or belief, according to 
the National Service Board for Religious 
Objectors. This is a ratio of one out of 
every 610 draft registrants. Of the total, 
7,793 men have been classified as avail- 
able for call and presumably will be ob- 
liged to perform two years of civilian 
work instead of military service under 
the alternative work program. The re- 
maining 6,155 objectors have been de- 
ferred for dependency or other reasons. 


» During the four-year history of “God’s 
Invasion Army,” Baptist General Con- 
ference of America volunteer group for 
personal evangelism, army members have 
contacted more than 100,000 persons in 
visits to their homes. This year, fifty- 
four young persons have volunteered to 
serve in the army, receiving no re- 
muneration aside from board and room. 
A different group of young people is en- 
listed in the army each year. 


» Roman Catholics recently were urged 
by Bishop John F. Noll of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., to make every effort to get their 
publications into the hands of non-Cath- 
olics. The purpose of this effort, he said, 
would be “to bring the Catholic answer 
to all sorts of misrepresentations of 
Catholic doctrine, practice and policy, 
carried on in the sectarian and even the 
daily press.” Bishop Noll made the state- 
ment at the forty-second annual conven- 
tion of the Catholic Press Association. 


>» A $1,000 evangelistic sermon contest is 
being sponsored by the Sword of the 
Lord Foundation, Wheaton, Ill., to help 
emphasize the need for better sermons 
based on Bible preaching. The cash 
awards will be divided among thirteen 
winning sermons. The contest closes Dec. 
1 of this year and awards will be an- 
nounced by Feb. 1, 1953. 


» In the 116 years from 1835 to 1951 the 
American Bible Society has distributed 
the embossed version of the Bible in 
thirty-five different languages and sys- 
tems to thousands of blind persons rang- 
ing in age from five to ninety-five, the 
society recently reported. 


» A conversation between a clergyman 
and a lawyer about the evils of alcohol 
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on the highways and the fact that non- 
drinkers had to pay higher automobile 
accident premiums as a result of the 
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many accidents caused by alcohol users 
resulted in 1946 information of an insur- 
ance company which writes insurance 
for non-drinkers exclusively. The com- 
pany has found by experience and re- 
search that at least 30 per cent of all 
losses paid by casualty insurance com- 
panies in the U.S. are caused by alcohol. 
The clergyman was Sam Morris and the 
lawyer, William Plymat. 


» Preparations are already underway for 
observance of the Southwest Bible and 
Missionary Conference’s Golden Jubilee 
in August 1953. The conference is un- 
usual in that it is attended by represen- 
tatives of several Indian tribes. Some 
eighteen tribes were represented during 
the 1952 season. 


>» Plans are being made for publication 
of a Lutheran World Encyclopedia that 
“will serve as an international reference 
work embracing the entire cycle of 
Lutheran interests, doctrine and action.” 
The encyclopedia will include articles on 
theology, history and biography; polity; 
liturgy; church activities such as mis- 
sions, publications, and education; ecu- 
menical relationships, and statistics. It 
is estimated that it will require seven 
years to complete. 


» The cause of Jewish evangelization 
throughout the world and particularly in 
Israel, was the topic of the meeting of 
the International Missionary Council’s 
Committee on the Christian Approach 
to the Jews which met in Naestved, near 
Copenhagen, Denmark, according to 
Jacob Peltz, secretary of the Interna- 
tional Hebrew Christian Alliance. Lead- 
ers from Jewish missionary societies of 
Great Britain, Europe, and North Amer- 
ica attended.

S it water baptism or the baptism by 

the Holy Spirit in Romans 6? The 

words “baptize” and “baptism” are 
merely the English spelling of the Greek 
words Banritw (baptizd) and Banricua 
(baptisma), not their meaning. The 
Authorized Version transliterates the 
words rather than translates them. The 
English words therefore have no mean- 
ing of their own, only that which is 
derived from the Greek words. 

The Greek word baptizo and its re- 
lated word bapto in their predominating 
usage speak of the introduction or plac- 
ing of a person or thing into a new 
environment or into union with some- 
thing else so as to alter its condition or 
its relationship to its previous environ- 
ment or condition. 

In classical Greek we have examples 
cf this usage in the following: They 
meant to “dip under.” A blacksmith dips 
the red-hot iron; a ship sinks beneath 
the surface; Greek soldiers dip the points 
of their spears in blood; a dyer dyes 
cloth by dipping it in the color. 

In the Septuagint, we have, “The priest 
shall dip [bapto] his finger in the blood 
and sprinkle [prosrain6d] the people” 
(Lev. 4:6). In the New Testament we 
have the rich man asking that Lazarus 
dip (bapto) his finger in water. The 
translation of Romans 6:3 therefore is, 
“Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were introduced [placed] into Jesus 
Christ were introduced [placed] into 
His death?” 

Is this placing a ceremony or the action 
of God’s supernatural power, and is the 
believer placed in water or in Christ? 
The context must decide. In verse 2 we 
have God breaking the power of the 
indwelling sinful nature in the believing 
sinner. In verse 4, we have God impart- 
ing the divine nature. These operations

of God are said to have been accom- 
plished by the baptism spoken of in 
verse 3. But both of these results are 
supernatural in their character, and ac- 
cording to the law of cause and effect, 
their cause must be supernatural, all of 
which means that the baptism is super- 
natural, not a ceremony associated with 
water, but the act of the Holy Spirit 
placing the believing sinner into Christ 
at the moment he puts his faith in Him. 
Observe how perfectly the meaning of 
baptizo is in accord with Pauline doc- 
trine. The believing sinner is placed in 
Christ, thus coming into union with Him. 
By that action he is taken out of his 
old environment and condition in the 
first Adam, and is placed into a new 
environment and condition in the last 
Adam. His condition is changed from 
that of a lost sinner with a depraved 
nature to that of a righteous saint with 
the divine nature. His relationship to 
God’s law is changed from that of a 
guilty sinner to that of a justified saint. 
All this is accomplished by the act of the 
Holy Spirit placing him into vital union 
with Jesus Christ. No ceremony of water 
baptism ever did that. The entire con- 
text I submit, therefore (though this is 
but my own personal view); is super- 
natural in character. 





A dear old saint whom I knew in for- 
mer years bore the name of Peter. Every- 
one called him Pete. One day, talking 
with me, he said, “If God should take 
me to the very mouth of hell and say to 
me, ‘In you go, Pete; here’s where you be- 
long,’ I should say to Him, “That is true, 
Lord. I do belong here. But if You make 
me go to hell Your dear Son Jesus Christ 
must go with me. He and I are one, and 
You cannot separate us any more’.” 

This is what is called in theology by 
the not very clear title “the mystic un- 
ion.” It is of first importance, both to 
the atonement and to the new moral life 
of the Christian—Albertus Pieters, in 
Divine Lord and Saviour.

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THE SCAPEGOAT 

Was the scapegoat mentioned in 
Leviticus 16 a type of Jesus, Satan, or 
neither? A friend thinks the devil is the 
scapegoat. I do not agree with this, but 
would like to have your view of the mat- 
ter. What significance may be placed on 
each of the two goats mentioned in that 
chapter ?—R.B.P., Johnstown, Pa. 

It is hardly possible to think of the 
“scapegoat” in Leviticus 16 as a type of 
Satan whatever view we take of the 
meaning of the Hebrew word Azazel, 
which is translated as scapegoat in the 
English Bible. It is clearly stated that 
both goats are part of the one sin offer- 
ing. They are ideally one. Both bear sins. 
Satan could not possibly bear our sins, 
who is himself the very essence of sin. 
Christ and Christ alone can do that, 
because He was perfect. being without 
sin. 

There are two main views regarding 
the meaning of the word Azazel: 

1. It may mean “removal” or “dis- 
missal.” In this case the thought is that 
the sins (for which atonement is made 
by the slaying of the first goat, the goat 
for Jehovah [v. 8], and the shedding and 
sprinkling of its blood) are removed, as 
carried away out of sight, in the sending 
away or dismissal of the second goat (Ps. 
103:12; Mic. 7:18-20). 

2. There are those who think that the 
word Azazel refers to an evil spirit, or 
Satan, as the prince of evil spirits, dwell- 
ing in the wilderness. If this is so, then 
the “goat for Azazel’ must be understood 
as sent out into the wilderness laden 
with Israel’s sins now atoned for and 
forgiven, to symbolically announce to 
the evil spirit that the foundation of his 
power over the sinner is broken and that 
the basis of his accusations is gone (Heb. 
2:14; Job 1:9-11; 2:4, 5; Zech. 3:1; Rev. 
12:10; Rom. 8:31-34). 

The two goats in any case may be said 
to set forth visibly thé means of our 
reconciliation with God in the One slain 
as our substitute, and the effect of this 
in the removal of sins as carried away 
out of sight in the dismissal of the 
second goat.

ADAM AND MEN’S SINS 

I have heard it stated that man did 
not inherit sin from Adam, and that 
each individual is responsible for his 
own acts.—W .B.McC.. Texas 

Sin is in the world; it abounds. and it 
is universal. Pages of quotations from 
the Word of God could support this if 
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that were necessary (Rom. 1:28-32; 5:20; 
Ps. 14:1-4; Jer. 17:9; Job 15:14; Ps. 51:5; 
Rom, 3:23). Apart from this the honest 
mind knows it from experience, history 
and observation. 

Strictly speaking, man did not inherit 
sin from Adam, but he did inherit a 
sinful nature (Ps. 51:5) or the tendency 
to sin, which is the very essence of sin. 
Apart from this it is impossible to ex- 
plain sin as universal and embracing all 
mankind without exception. apart from 
the Son of Man, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Genesis 5:1 declares, “In the day that 
God created man, in the likeness of God 
made he him” (Gen. 1:26: “in the image 
of God created he him”). But it is sig- 
nificant that after the Fall through sin, 
Genesis 5:3 declares: “And Adam ... 
begat a son in his own likeness, after 
his image” (italics ours). From then on 
mankind has been begotten in the sin- 
ful likeness and image of Adam. We do 
not need to be responsible for Adam’s 
sin. We are responsible for our own sins, 
the expressions of sinful natures.

SAMUEL AND THE WITCH OF 
ENDOR 

I have received a pamphlet on spiri- 
tualism which declares that the bring- 
ing up of Samuel, as related in I Samuel 
28:7-20, is a record of mental trickery 
performed under the power of fallen 
angels, in which Saul was deceived by 
the witch. They illustrate this by the 
works of Pharaoh’s magicians (Exod. 
7:11; 8:7). What is the true interpreta- 
tion of these passages, and is there any 
basis in them at all for modern spiritu- 
alism ?—W.E.H.. Chillicothe. Ohio. 

From earliest times opinion has been 
divided about this remarkable incident. 
Some early Church fathers thought 
there was some imposture; others ac- 
cepted it as literally true. 

There is no real reason why it should 
not be taken at its face value as literally 
true. The story, simply and naturally 
told, gives every indication of literal 
truth as it is. While it is. of course, true 
that evil spirits cannot by their own 
power bring back the spirits of departed 
saints from the “world beyond,” it is 
certainly possible that God may permit 
it in highly exceptional circumstances 
such as these, for His own purpose.

The following facts should be taken 
into consideration. 1. The witch or 
medium was greatly astonished and 
afraid (v. 12). The result of her efforts 
was certainly not what she expected. 2. 
There was conversation between Saul 
and Samuel. Although it is disputed 
whether or not Saul saw any form, cer- 
tainly he heard. The judgments pro- 
nounced and the predictions made were 
quite fulfilled. 

Those who teach a state of uncon- 
sciousness or so-called “soul sleep” after 
death would, of course, be unwilling to 
accept this account as literally true, 
since it would refute their theory. 

As for the magicians of Egypt, there is 
no anclogy in any case between the two 
matters. Some do think that they were 
in possession of supernatural powers ob- 
tained by a connection with evil spirits. 
Others think that they were acquainted 
with secrets of nature not generally 
known, and trained in tricks of magic 
or sleight-of-hand. In this respect it is 
significant that they could not at all do 
away with the evils, but only imitate 
them by their trickery. Even then it was 
only up to a certain point, and that not 
very far, at which even their “magic” 
was not able to reproduce what Moses 
brought forth through the supernatural 
power of God. 

There is no basis whatever in these 
accounts for modern spiritualism. In- 
deed, the Bible unsparingly condemns it 
as a great evil and the prophet Jsaiah 
denounces it with biting satire, saying: 
“And when they shall say unto you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar 
spirits and unto the wizards, that chirp 
and that mutter: should not a people 
seek unto their God? on behalf of the 
living should they seek unto the dead?” 
(8:19, R.V.).

ARE EXECUTIONERS MURDERERS 

The question has frequently been 
asked me if a hangman is justified in 
the eyes of God in his calling, since he 
is not compelled to choose or accept 
such work. Why is he not as much a 
murderer as anyone else who takes life? 
—A.R.B.. Kansas City. Mo. 

An executioner is not in any sense a 
“killer” or a murderer. He is simply an 
instrument of the law, and is no more 
guilty of killing than the judge who 
passes sentence of death. The Word of 
God from almost the very beginning of 
man’s existence upon earth bestowed the 
authority to pass such judgment and 
sentence in the words of Genesis 9:6: 
“Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man 
shall his blood be shed.” If divine au- 
thority is given to pass such sentence, 
then it is given also for its execution. 

All authority and power of law is given 
of God, according to Romans 13:1. Of 
those who bear such authority it is said 
(Rom. 13:4): “For he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil.” This authority, of 
course, includes the power to pass and 
execute sentence of death. 

Over and over again in the Old Testa- 
ment the sentence of death is pro- 
nounced upon certain sins as God’s judg- 
ment upon them. Evidently the sentence 
was carried out by human hands, as the 
instruments of God’s justice.

Lord. You'll find out why if you read 
Leviticus 3:16.” 

The man went home and out of curi- 
osity read the verse which says, “All the 
fat is the Lord’s.” The man agreed that 
if all the fat was the Lord’s, he should 
give the rest of himself to Christ. 

Anyone who knows scripture can win 
someone to the Lord. A half-wit at a 
church went up to a prominent unsaved 
man who had attended that Sunday and 
said, “Do you want Christ?” 

“No,” replied the man. 

“Then go to hell.” 

The attorney stalked out of the 
church. About midnight he phoned the 
pastor, asking him to come to his home. 
The pastor did so and started to apolo- 
gize, “I’m sorry —” 

“Don’t waste time being sorry. Tell me 
how to stay out of hell.” 

This, of course, is an unusual example, 
but it illustrates how the Lord can use 
any Christian if he will only talk of 
Christ. Don’t talk about the weather, 
politics or anything else. Oftimes the un- 
saved will try to get you onto a sidetrack. 
I recall a conversation with one man 
who said, “I don’t believe in hell.” 

“If you don’t mind,” I replied, “we'll 
talk about that later. I’ve only got a 
one-track mind and right now I’m trying 
to tell you how to accept Christ as 
Saviour.” I went on talking about the 
Lord. After the man accepted the Lord, 
I offered, “And now I'll talk about hell.” 

“I don’t want to talk about hell now,” 
he said. “I’m saved and I believe there is 
a hell.” I have found that believing in 
Christ settles all of men’s difficulties. 


+ Tuis business of winning souls is a 
glorious one. I used to have a lot of rules. 
One of them was not to talk to a woman 
who was doing her washing, figuring she 
had her mind on her work. But one day 
I pointed a woman to the Lord who was 
doing her washing. I have broken most 


of the rules I ever had about soul- 
winning, at one time or the other. But 
the one rule I try never to break is, 
“Don’t miss anyone.” 

I remember the last time I was in Dal- 
las. It was hot, and after preaching I was 
tired when I climbed into the taxi. The 
driver was as tough and burly looking as 
taxi drivers come. As I settled back in 
my seat I thought, “O Lord, I won't 
speak to him. You can tell by looking at 
him that he wouldn’t be interested.” 

But my conscience would not let me 
alone, so finally I said, “I want to ask you 
a question.” 

“Shoot,” he called back. 

“Do you think there will be any taxi 
drivers in heaven?” 

“Well, I know there’ll be one, becausc 
I’m a Christian,” he replied. 

I leaned forward and my, the fellow- 
ship I had with that man. He was a 
meinber of the First Baptist Church and 
witnessing all the time to customers in 
his cab. Think of the joy I would have 
missed if I hadn’t tried to reach him for 
the Lord! 

Always remember, you are an ambas- 
sador. When I used to hitch-hike up and 
down the highways. trying to reach the 
up-and-out for Christ, if a man passed 
me by I used to think, “Too bad for him. 
If he had picked me up, he could have 
heard about the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
When a man refuses to listen, it is his 
loss. 

It is your gain when you witness. And 
witnessing to the lost is your personal 
responsibility to God. Don’t you get sick 
of going to church Sunday after Sunday 
and never winning a soul to the Lord? 
What does the Lord think of you when 
you look around the large churches and 
see hundreds, perhaps thousands there, 
and yet you have not warned even one 
unsaved person during the week? Some- 
one won you! What are you doing to 
win others?

of blessing to others. 

His last commission to His own is a 
charge to reach individuals everywhere. 
Matthew (28:19) records the universal 
outlook, “Go into all nations.” Mark 
(16:15) sets before us the personal as- 
pect, “To every creature.” Place these 
statements side by side and they speak of 
the necessity for every believer going 
into the little piece of the world for 
which he is responsible and preaching 
the gospel by lip and life to every 
creature. 


+ SoMEHOwW we have lost our concern for 
the individual. We have come to think 
of masses. It is here that we can trace 
the curse of Communism and socialism. 
These ideologies try to obliterate the im- 
portance and influence of the individual. 
Christianity teaches us his value. 


But are not we Christians in danger of 
becoming engrossed with organization? 
We convene conferences, form societies, 
issue manuals, pass resolutions with the 
object of dealing with people en masse. 
But while we are here and there, the 
individual goes. We need a baptism of 
love for souls, and a love to win them 
one by one for the Master. 


In the words of Leon Tucker: 


“Lord, lay some soul upon my heart, 
And love that soul through me; 
And may I nobly do my part 
To win that soul for Thee.” 


Dr. A. C. Dixon used to tell the story 
of a New York pastor who became anx- 
ious about a certain banker, a member 
of his congregation, but to whom he had 
never spoken directly. One day he went 
to the banker’s office asking for “a ten- 
minute interview.” 

“Have you come on business, Pastor?” 
asked the banker. 

“Yes,” was the reply, “business for 
God and eternity and your soul.” 

To the pastor’s surprise, the banker re- 
plied, “I have been waiting for thirty 
years for someone to talk to me in this 
way. Ten minutes, did you say? Come to 
my house and make it the whole eve- 
ning.” The pastor did so, and the banker 
was converted. 


+ Let us not become too general in our 
prayers and our efforts for the souls of 
men. Generalities are not very effective. 
We accomplish far more for the cause of 
Christ when we concentrate upon a 
single soul—pray and plead for that one, 
and, as conviction is born, never leave the 
individual until a decision is made. Then 
ask God for the burden of another soul, 
and never let go that one until the die 
is cast in God’s favor. 

Suppose every pastor had even fifty 
church members with a burden for souls, 
who would determine to go out and win 
one apiece for Christ, say in two weeks. 
What would happen? There would be a 
flame of revival started that would 
quickly spread! If churches over the land 
could successfully instruct their members 
in “Winning Souls One by One for 
Christ,”’ a good deal of present-day pro- 
fessional evangelism would be unneces- 
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sary. Pastors would have no need to 
organize so-called “revivals.” With a 
group of workers bent on winning indi- 
viduals in their own immediate circle 
for Christ, there would be a constant 
manifestation of God’s saving grace and 
quickening powers. 

May God grant us a deeper burden for 
souls, and the desire to win them indi- 
vidually for Him whose love is ever per- 
sonal. “Who loved me, and gave himself 
for me” (Gal. 2:20).

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October 19 
Jesus Demands Sincerity 
Matthew 6:1-8, 16-18, 22-24 


MEMORY SELECTION: For where your 


treasure is, there will your heart be also. 
-—Matthew 6:21 

The laws of the kingdom which we 
considered last week are not just theory; 
they must be put into practice in our 
relationship to both God and man. In 
fact, it is the manner in which we live 
before man that we really express our 
attitude toward God. The Christian faith 
knows nothing of any specious “Sunday 
religion.” It works all week, or it is not 
real Christianity. We learn four things 
in our lesson. 


I. How to Give (vv. 1-4) 

The test of a right use of money or 
possessions is at the heart of Christian 
living and many there are who fail that 
test. Giving is an act of worship, and is 
rightly related by our Lord (v. 1) to our 
spiritual life. Get that clear, and your 
joy in giving for God will be a bulwark 
of strength. 

The principle enunciated here is vital; 
the key words are “to be seen of them.” 
One may have to give in public (al- 
though usually it can be done in pri- 
vate), but one need not seek the ap- 
proval or applause of others; in fact, to 
do so is to immediately finish the trans- 
action. If we want the praise of men and 
receive it, that is a finished transaction 
and God had nothing to do with it! 


Il. How to Pray (vv. 5-8) 

Before giving a model of prayer (vv. 
9-13), our Lord makes sure that the atti- 
tude of soul is right. Here again, one 
must not seek or receive the praise of 
men, lest the prayer be void and use- 
less (v. 5). Just saying words or unin- 
telligently repeating forms will not do. 

Note that this is not a condemnation 
of public prayer, nor of intelligent, im- 
passioned pleading with God; but of the 
fruitless effort to drive God into an an- 
swer. or to appear pious before others. 
That is not true prayer, call it what 
you will. 


III. How to Worship (vv. 16-18) 

The passage has to uo with fasting, 
much done in our Lorc’s day but not so 
common now. (Ought we to revive the 
custom?) The point our Lord makes is 
fully applicable today. True worship is 
in the heart of the believer; and while 
it may be expressed outwardly, it is never 
done to catch the eye of an admiring 
audience. One fears that much of what 
we call worship is something of a re- 
ligious “show”; God has nothing to do 
with it. 

About fasting, it should be clear that 
the real fast is not something announced 
or imposed from the outside: it comes 
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when the believer’s heart is so consumed 
with God and with prayer that he for- 
gets to eat. 


IV. How to Serve (vv. 22-24) 

Again it is a question of whether we 
serve for gain, for self-glory, or for the 
glory of God. If you are in the work of 
the church with an eye for “what’s in it 
for me,” you may be working for the 
church, but you are definitely not work- 
ing for the Lord. 

An evil eye is one that is “grasping 
and greedy” (Deut. 15:9; Prov. 23:6; 
28:22). The way to keep the eye of the 
soul healthy is generous almsgiving. To 
be miserly is to distort, and at last to 
blind the eye of the soul so that it can 
no longer see the true value of things. 
Sad indeed is the condition of the one 
who serves the God of riches and lets 
this enemy of the Lord bring him into 
idolatry (Col. 3:5), instead of glad and 
willing devotion to and service for God.

Jesus” Test of Faith 
Matthew 7:1-5, 12, 15-17 

MEMORY SELECTION: Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven.—Matthew 7:21 

While our lesson does reveal something 
of the testing of faith, we think a better 
title would be “Warnings and Promises,” 
for our Lord is here concerned with fun- 
damental ethical teachings and admoni- 
tions. 

The follower of Christ (and the lesson 
is addressed only to believers) must show 
in his life what ‘he professes with his 
lips, that is, if there is reality in the 
heart. The Lord begins in a good place 
when He tells each one of us to 


, I. Judge Yourself—Not Others (vv. 
-0 

By not judging others censoriously, we 
escape such judgment on ourselves both 
by God and man. Critical folk may well 
remember that, for their own good. 

“Judge not” obviously does not mean 
that we cannot exercise our God-given 
ability to discern the difference between 
good and evil. Nor does it mean that we 
are to stand idly by in the presence of 
wrong-doing. Verse 6 clearly calls for the 
use of our judgment (see I Thess. 5:21). 
This is to be done, however, without 
hypocrisy or unkindness (vv. 3-5). We 
must be above reproach in that which 
we condemn. The none too common dis- 
cipline of ourselves will serve a salutary 
twofold purpose of self-improvement and 
of keeping us too busy to find fault with 
others. 


II. Act Like a Believer (v. 12) 

This is the so-called “Golden Rule,” 
the keeping of which some folk regard 
as the way of salvation. They didn’t 
learn that in the Bible. 


Notice the word “therefore,” which 
links the verse with what goes before 
(see vv. 7-11). As Dr. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan aptly says: “If we omit the ‘there- 
fore’ we cannot obey the verse. If we re- 
tain the ‘therefore’ and are driven to 
ask, to seek, to knock, and to know that 
the Listener to the asking, the seeking, 
the knocking is our Father, then the rule 
is golden with heaven’s own light, but 
in no other way.” 

The Golden Rule is really the fulfill- 
ment of “the law and the prophets,” but 
it is also a great principle of Christian 
consideration. 


III. Bear Good Fruit for God’s Glory 
(vv. 15-23) 

In warning against false prophets (and 
that warning is needed today), our Lord 
points out that only good people bear 
good fruit. This business of following the 
Lord is not just a matter of speaking 
smooth and pious words, nor of holding 
forth in public with a “mighty ministry.” 
It must be identified by a fruitful life 
which speaks of a vital life-relationship 
to God. 


IV. Build Your House on the Rock 
(vv. 24-29) 

Outwardly the two houses looked alike, 
but there was a real difference in the 
builders and the foundation. 

“Wise” and “foolish” are the meaning- 
ful words which describe these two men 
and explain their choice of foundations. 
It is certain that no matter how brilliant 
a man may be in the learning of this 
world. if he rejects God’s Word he is 
foolish and will suffer total loss. 

The foundation of life is all-important. 
Build on the sands of human philosophy 
or personal desire, and you face disaster. 
But—and it’s a glorious thought—the 
Son of God assures us that if we build on 
His Word, no storm can destroy our life 
structure. 

Be sure that the storms will come— 
they always do, early or later in life. To 
the believer it is a testing which proves 
that his house will stand. To the: unbe- 
liever it means dreadful destruction. 
Reader, which are you?

Jesus’ Power and 
Human Need 


Matthew 8:5-17 

MEMORY SELECTION: Himself took 
our infirmities, and bare our sicknesses. 
—Matthew 8:17 

Jesus performed many miracles; yes, 
He performs miracles today. Because He 
is God, He can and does do that which 
we call impossible. With Him it is not 
for show, but done for good and spiritual 
cause, and done with such obvious ef- 
fectiveness as to speak of His divine 
strength and grace. 

When His power and strength are at 
work in the world we see that 


I. National Barriers Fall (vv. 5-13) 

This Roman soldier, with his clear-cut 
appreciation of Jesus’ power and his cer- 
tainty that His word was good, became 
an example and a rebuke to Israel (vv. 
10-12). God is out looking for people who 
will believe Him, and He is no respecter 
of persons, position or nationality. Any- 
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one who will believe Him will see His 
mighty works. 

Race prejudice has no place in any- 
one’s life, and certainly not in the life 
of a Christian. Those who were so ex- 
clusive in the time of Christ have felt 
the lash of the whip on their backs. We 
say it with regret, but it shows the folly 
of such an attitude. 

Let’s be clear on this. We have no 
“corner” on heaven nor on the grace of 
God, any more than the favored ones did 
in Jesus’ day (vv. 11, 12). Someone has 
said that after we recover from the de- 
light that we are in heaven, we shall be 
surprised by two things: (1) that so 
many we expected to see did not get 
there, and (2) that so many we did not 
expect are there. 


II. Feverish Souls Become Quiet (vv. 
14, 15) 

It was a real fever Peter’s mother-in- 
law had; and the remarkable and mi- 
raculous thing was that she arose at once 
with strength to serve. It was no half- 
way recovery, nor a _ restoration of 
strength for her own comfort and 
pleasure. 

We should like to apply this lesson to 
the feverish souls who fill our churches, 
who live under pressure, who talk about 
being “frustrated,” who make even the 
service of the Lord something so pain- 
fully hectic (what a word!) that there 
is no real joy in it. 

May we remind them that Jesus can 
touch their hands, and their “fever” will 
leave them. You recall He said that His 
yoke was easy and His burden light. He 
is our yokefellow. Heed His invitation 
and find rest, even in the midst of your 
labor (Matt. 11:28-30). 


III. Every Need Is Met (vv. 16, 17) 

Jesus “healed all that were sick.” He 
cast out demons. He fulfilled the prom- 
ise of God concerning His power (v. 17). 
So often we find ourselves at the limit 
of our resources and of our little power 
(sometimes we think it is great). How 
wonderful it is to serve a Lord who has 
all power to help all people who will 
come to Him by faith. 

Do we believe in divine healing? In- 
deed we do, for if God does not heal 
there is no hope. Every good doctor 
knows that. He removes obstacles to 
healing, relieves symptoms, uses God- 
given remedies—but who heals? God and 
God alone! Yes, we believe in divine 
healing, but not (note it please!) in some 
of the so-called faith healing which is a 
sort of show or exhibition for the glory 
of man. 

Jesus is a wonderful, powerful, gracious 
Lord, and remember, He is still looking 
for those who will believe Him. Will you? 





November 9 
The Compassion of Jesus 


Matthew 9:1-9, 35-38 
MEMORY SELECTION: But when he 
saw the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion on them, because they 
fainted, and were scattered abroad, as 
sheep having no shepherd.—Matthew 
9:36 

People moved our Lord Jesus, people 
who were in spiritual, social, physical 
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need. He cared not so much what the 
need might be, but He did want to help, 
and what is more He did help. 

The follower of Christ who has no 
bent for the helpless child, or the sick 
man or woman, or those who need Christ 
for their deep soul sickness; the pro- 
fessed believer who can be content in his 
snug self-sufficiency and not be moved 
with compassions, knows little (perhaps 
nothing) of the real spirit of Jesus. We 
see Him in our lesson deeply concerned 
about one poor man whom He healed in: 


I. Soul and Body (vv. 1-8) 

Jesus was concerned about the body of 
this incurably afflicted and helpless man, 
but He was more deeply interested in the 
need of his soul. This was a hopeless case 
—until Jesus came. With Him all things 
are possible. Hallelujah! 

Men today are in the same situation. 
They are without hope and without God 
(Eph. 2:12); but until they admit it and 
accept the provision which God has 
made for them in Christ, they cannot be 
helped. 

This man’s friends brought him to 
Jesus (Mark 2:3-12). They overcame 
hindrances, they defied custom, they 
feared not the ridicule or rebuke of man. 
They got the man through to Jesus. How 
diligent and persistent are we about 
bringing our friends to the Lord? 

The man had a spiritual hunger, and 
Jesus satisfied it. He needed to be saved, 
and Jesus saved him from his sins. It is 
hard to believe, but there were religious 
folk around who did not like it. They 
have their miserable counterparts in the 
world today. For Jesus it was as easy to 
cleanse this man’s soul as to heal his 
body, but for their unbelief He presented 
a tangible miracle. Blessed and wonder- 
ful Jesus! 

Observe that in verse 3 (also Mark 
2:7) their theology was faultless, their 
reasoning was logical, but alas, their 
premise was wrong. Only God can for- 
give sin—but Jesus is God. The reason- 
ings of men apart from the wisdom of 
God can be a delusion and a snare. 


II. Salvation and Service (v. 9) 

Matthew was not “down and out”; he 
was like many men in our day “up and 
out.” He was wealthy, had a profitable 
(but corrupt) business, he was physically 
well. What did he need? He needed 
Jesus. He knew it and Jesus knew it, and 
when their eyes met over the toll counter 
that far off day, Matthew knew “this 
was it.” He arose and followed Jesus. 

He was saved, but he knew that this 
meant service. He did not mislead him- 
self with that sophistry which says, “Oh, 
yes, I’m saved, but I don’t have any gifts 
for service.” You and I are saved to serve 
(and note too—not saved by service). 


III. Shepherd and Servant (vv. 35-38) 

The compassion of Jesus must fill the 
hearts of men and women, who will then 
become His compassionate servants in 
reaching the multitudes of this world. 

It is downright appalling that Chris- 
tian men and women have read for nine- 
teen hundred years what our Lord said 
about the sheep without a shepherd and 
the great harvest fields white and ripe 
for harvest, and have done so little about 
it. Yes, we know of the great missionary

North Ireland Takes to Youth for Christ at— | 


World Congress in Belfast 


By Special Correspondent 


HOSE who have bemoaned the spir- 
T itual poverty of Great Britain—and 
well they might—admit readily that the 
brightest spot in the islands, and perhaps 
of all Europe, is Northern Ireland. 

It was to this Gibraltar of the faith that 
Youth for Christ International came for 
its fifth World Congress on Evangelism 
August 10-17. Two downtown auditori- 
ums with combined seating capacity of 
5,000 proved insufficient for the throngs 
of eager Irish. 

On the opening night the 400 delegates 
from 25 countries were virtually engulfed 
by a flood of North Irish who quickly 
filled the two halls and spilled into the 
nearby sanctuary of Great Victoria Street 
Baptist Church. By the closing night it 
was necessary to conduct ten simultane- 
ous services in all available downtown 
halls. Some 13,500 were present. 

The climax of the week came on Fri- 
day when nearly 30,000 jammed into the 
Windsor Park Football Ground for re- 
portedly the largest religious gathering 
in the history of Northern Ireland and 
perhaps the largest Protestant gathering 
to be held in Europe in generations. A 
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large share of the throng stood for 
nearly three hours because the stadium 
provides only standing room for the 
bulk of the crowd. 

Turning point of the Congress seemed 
to come when delegates gathered for an 
all-night prayer meeting. There were 
prayers of confession and contrition in 
German, Portuguese, French, Spanish, 
and various brands of English. Since it 
had rained every day of the Congress, 
there were fervent petitions for good 
weather for the outdoor rally. (The day 
dawned beautiful and sunny, the only 
rainless day of the Congress.) The prayer 
meeting broke up at daybreak with some 
300 still present. 

It may be difficult for some to under- 
stand what Youth for Christ, an Ameri- 
can-born movement, had to offer this 
most intensely evangelical country. But 
for the most part the Irish have ac- 
cepted the Yankee visitors with open 
hearts. A few years earlier the same 
people had viewed the visitors from 
America, with their outlandish dress and 
popular platform style, with some sus- 
picion, but now it was different.

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It is true that some clergymen of the 
Church of Ireland, the Presbyterian 
Church, and some of the Open Brethren 
leaders still hold themselves aloof, but 
from all evangelical denominations there 
are far more supporters of Youth for 
Christ than opponents. 

A Belfast Baptist pastor was asked 
what he thought the Youth for Christ 
group had to contribute to Irish evangel- 
icalism. He promptly replied: ‘Vision.” 

“Our people are very apt to sit around 
and discuss what needs to be accom- 
plished, while the Americans go right 
to it and get the job done,” he said. 

One reason for the tremendous suc- 
cess of the 1952 Congress, the best Youth 
for Christ has ever held, was the work of 
a strong Irish committee headed by its 
president, the Right Hon. Ivan Neill, 
M.P., Ulster Minister of Labor and In- 
surance. He has surrounded himself 
with leading men from virtually all of 
Ireland’s evangelical groups. At least 
two others on his committee are in the 
government of Northern Ireland. This 
vigorous group has established rallies 
throughout Northern Ireland and even 
reached into Roman Catholic Eire. 

Northern Ireland, with its population 
of one and a half million, is about 
two-thirds Protestants. This contrasts 
strongly with Eire, with a population of 
three and a half millions which is at 
least 96 per cent Roman Catholic. Many 
feel that Northern Ireland is the most 
evangelical spot in Europe. though some 
of the churches have been drugged by 
formalism, dead orthodoxy, sectarian- 
ism, and slight traces of modernism and 
neo orthodoxy. 

Northern Ireland still feels the influ- 
ence of the great revival of 1859 when 
the entire region was shaken by the 
Spirit’s power. (In his welcoming ad- 
dress, Major Neill declared that it was 
his hope that the World Congress would 
be the center for another such revival.) 
The visitor from America still notes the 
quietness of the Lord’s Day when all 
activity ceases and the churches are 
filled both morning and evening. Mission 
halls dot the city and it’s easy to get a 
huge crowd almost anywhere for an 
open air meeting. 

In a land that has been seeded down 
with the gospel, it was comparatively 
easy to lead people to Christ. There were 
constant reports of chambermaids, taxi 
drivers, and store clerks being won. At 
least two evening services were marked 
by scores of first-time decisions for 
Christ in addition to those who dedi- 
cated themselves for lives of service. 

But if Northern Ireland was blessed 
by the visiting YFC delegates, the visit- 
ors themselves were helped even more so. 
Sessions were marked by soberness, a 
sense of urgency, and a world-wide vision 
for the furtherance of the gospel. 

Just what the World Congress will 
mean for North Ireland remains to be 
seen. Many Irish evangelical leaders say 
that their country sorely needs revival 
again. They cite as evidence small 
crowds at prayer meetings, few mission- 
ary candidates, and a growing interest 
on the part of Christians in sporting 
events and other worldly attractions. 
But many felt that something was 
begun by the World Congress of 1952.

pen of Mr. Wuest at frequent intervals 
over a period of years. As a specialist in 
the Greek of the New Testament, the 
author is well qualified to produce exe- 
getical works that throw floods of light 
upon the portions of Scripture brought 
under survey. To study the Word through 
his illuminating volumes is like looking 
at familiar objects in nature through a 
high-powered microscope; unsuspected 
details and beauties are brought into 
view. 

The volume under review fully meas- 
ures up to its predecessors in quality. It 
consists in a minute study of passages of 
pivotal doctrinal significance. Of pecu- 
liar value theologically are the studies of 
John 1:1-18; John 3:1-16, and Romans 6. 
The last named passage is treated by Mr. 
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Wuest in a manner that should prove to 
be a potent antidote to antinomianism 
(grace gives license to sin). Other chap- 
ters in the book treat of subjects pertain- 
ing to the believer’s growth in truth and 
grace. With the aid of brilliant analogies, 
particularly in Chapter III entitled “The 
Believer and the Isolation of the Evil 
Nature,” the author drives his truths 
home with inescapable lucidity. In this, 
as in other books by Mr. Wuest, we have 
scholarship aflame with an impassioned 
devotion to the Saviour, that cannot but 
bring warmth to the heart as well as 
light to the mind of the reader.

Witness, by Whittaker Chambers. 


This is the autobiography of an American 
who turned to Communism (feeling that it 
offered the only solution to modern prob- 
lems), became an influential figure first 
in the open Communist party and later in 
the Communist underground movement, 
finally abandoning the system after learn- 
ing its real nature. 

Shortly after leaving Communism, the 
writer offered the information he possessed 
to high government officials, feeling that it 
was his patriotic duty to do so at the out- 
break of the second World War. Little 


attention was given to these disclosures, 
however, until he was called as a witness 
in 1948 by the Committee on unAmerican 
Activities of the House of Representatives. 
(Chambers was then a senior editor of 
Time magazine.) 

Particular interest centered around the 
disclosure that Alger Hiss, influential mem- 
ber of the State Department, was a Com- 
munist and former close friend of Cham- 
bers. Later Chambers revealed that Hiss 
and others had been engaged with him in 
Communist espionage. Stolen documents 
were produced that resulted in Hiss’ in- 
dictment and conviction on two counts of 
perjury, it being too late to bring a charge 
of espionage. The author not only graph- 
ically describes all these momentous scenes, 
but also pictures his own early life in con- 
siderable detail. 

He has well succeeded in showing both 
the evils of Communism and also its un- 
deniable appeal to a certain type of mind 
which seeks for a better world but knows 
no better solution beyond that which it 
offers. When one learns that there was a 
complete lack of religious training in his 
childhood, and even an antagonism to the 
thought of God as Creator on the part of 
his parents, it is easy to understand why 
the author was so easily misled as a young 
man. It is also clear that his repudiation 
of Communism was at least partially due to 
a religious experience in his life. He was 
later baptized in the Episcopal Church and 
is now a Quaker, but he never gives any 
clear enunciation of faith in Christ and His 
atening death. One rather feels that he 
should be classed as a liberal Protestant of 
a somewhat moderate type. 

An interesting story and a timely warn- 
ing concerning Communism in general, and 
its inroads in America in particular. The 
extreme length (340.746 words) will proba- 
bly deter some otherwise prospective read- 
ers.

Basic Errors of Catholicism, by Paul 
Matthews. 


This book on the Roman Catholic ques- 
tion, by a minister of the Church of Christ, 
is another in the great stream of books on 
this subject coming off the press, all indica- 
tive of a rising interest in and concern over 
the efforts of the Roman Church to increase 
its hold on the North American continent. 
The author devotes two chapters to the 
question of authority in the Roman Church, 
two chapters to its doctrines, and one chap- 
ter to its spirit of intolerance. We welcome 
all such trumpet calls. 

e book gives evidence of what the 
author claims in the dedication—that his- 
torical research “enamors” him. That, and 
his application of the rules of logic, are the 
strong points in the work. 

There are a few weaknesses. While the 
question of authority is basic to any study 
of the Roman Church, this reviewer thinks 
that to devote nearly half the book to that 
question is out of proportion. It means that 
other important matters are lightly dealt 
with. The work is colored, too, by the 
author’s denominational bias, which will 
restrict its usefulness. One could wish, also, 
that the whole were carefully revised to 
eliminate the great many errors in type,

Every thoughtful American Christian is 
interested in the struggle and development 
of the Negro people. The Negro found hope 
and support in the Bible during his days 
of bondage. This was accentuated by the 
Wesleyan movement in the eighteenth 
century. The author has given us vivid 
pen pictures of the leaders of African 
Methodism. He says, “They went every- 
where, along seldom frequented trails, by- 
paths, rugged roads; they walked foot logs, 
forded streams, swam rivers, climbed 
mountains, went through the valleys, 
threaded their lonely way through dark 
and dismal swamps, struggled against Klu 
Klux Klan, preached in fields, camp meet- 
ings, brush arbors, in log cabins. No night 
was too dark or stormy for these evange- 
lists; in heat and cold, rain or shine, sleet 
or snow, afoot, astride horse, mule, oxcart, 
road cart or buggy, these circuit riders 
kept on the go.” 

He then shows how courageous and per- 
sistent have been the Negroes’ effort since 
emancipation. “They had been set adrift 
with nothing. In slavery they did not even 
own their own bodies. When freedom came 
they had no tools, land or capital; they had 
no organized churches in-the former slave 
country, no schools; they had to take what- 
ever they had and make whatever they 
wanted, literally lifting themselves by 
their own bootstraps. The marvel of the 
centuries is how these people oriented 
themselves and canalized their efforts in a 
way that made for racial uplift.”

Our Public Schools — Christian or 
Secular, by Renwick Harper Martin, 


The contribution which this book has to 
make is the revitalization of the Bible and 
fundamental religious training in the pub- 
lic schools of our nation. The author out- 
lines a plan of action to include the Bible 
in the curriculum on a nonsectarian basis. 
On the observance of Christmas, he feels 
that the birth of Christ is distinctively an 
outstanding religious event. He says, 
“Christ is no sectarian, and the religious 
significance of this day may, be well brought 
in in Christmas exercises.” He also holds 
this to be true concerning Easter and the 
resurrection. 

Although one can see the historical sig- 
nificance of these events, the parents must 
be reached before the pupils are taught, 
or one could expect terrific opposition from 
people who are out-spoken non-believers, 
as in the weekday church school situation. 
These prejudices must be broken down, or 
we will continue to act only as agents of 
propaganda with regard to imparting Bible 
knowledge to pupils, via the public school. 
This must be introduced as a community- 
wide effort, so that parents will be behind 
the movement.

Parents, teachers, and 
Christian educators would do well to care- 
fully study the worthwhile proposals of 
Dr. Martin, with a view to making the 
Bible, and moral and religious instruction 
a vital part of their local school-community 
program.

was full and the air heavy with tobacco 
smoke. Every half hour or so came a 
knock at the door; then silence, as the 
waiter announced, “Glasses under the 
table.” Even coffee cups were slipped 
under the table too. The warning was 
taken up in subdued whispers, and in 
many cases the whiskey had been emp- 
tied into the cups and the glasses already 
cleared away. 

When all the evidence was removed, 
the waiter conducted his special semi- 
secret entrance formula for strangers, 
anxious to make up his mind that they 
were real customers, not police detec- 
tives. So they came, young men and old 
men, artisans and professional men, 
hardened harlots and dissolute couples. 
As they entered, the low buzz of con- 
versation would start up again, and the 
glasses and cups would return to the 
table tops.

C'MON, BE A SPORT 


coe fall in the air and frost on the 
/moon attention centers once again 
on the autumnal round of sports, 
both indoor and outdoor, with Captain 
Pigskin leading the parade. There’s 
something exciting about the rush of 
school again and getting back to “that 
old gang of mine.” Whether you view the 
game from the backfield or the grand- 
stand there’s a thrill to those big foot- 
ball week ends. The blood seems to run 
a little faster in the fall, and there’s an 
indefinable something in the air that 
seems to urge “C’mon, be a sport.” 
When the subject is football, other 
athletics, or just clean fun, let yourself 
go and obey that urge. But just one word 
of caution. There’s a world of temptation 
in that invitation, “C’mon, be a sport.” 
Young people who seek to live for the 
Lord Jesus Christ know the snare in 
those words. They have heard that 
phrase again and again from their 
schoolmates and friends in tones of 
coaxing, of disgust, and of scorn. “C’mon, 
be a sport” is the call of the world which 
seeks to destroy the testimony of the 
Christian. 


+ How many times has someone re- 
sponded to your refusal to take a cigar- 
ette with that invitation? How many 
times after a big football victory when 
you refused to join the crowd at some 
roadside tavern for a celebration with 
drinks and dancing did someone say, 
“C’mon, be a sport”? Such friends take 
the attitude that convictions are things 
of minor importance which should al- 
ways be sacrificed for conviviality. They 
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act as though refusing to go along with 
the crowd down the path of least re- 
sistance is being a “wet blanket.” Be 
careful. There’s devilish logic in that in- 
vitation and, unless you are constantly 
on guard, its appeal will be irresistible. 

The truth is, of course, that the person 
who is the real sport is the one who 
refuses to compromise his Christian 
faith. It takes no strength to float with 
the tide, but it requires courage and 
stamina to buck the current. The ones 
who call, “C’mon, be a sport,” may ma- 
lign you, but they'll also admire you. The 
truth probably is that your stand for 
Christ pricks -their conscience, which 
they seek to salve by making you com- 
promise your testimony. 


+ WHEN we turn to the Bible, we find 
that someone else invites “C’mon, be a 
sport.” This person is the apostle Paul. 
Frequently in his epistles he describes 
the Christian life and its challenge with 
illustrations from the arena of the 
Grecian games, the world of sports of 
the ancient civilization. He pictures the 
experience of the Christian in this world 
as both the preparation and the partici- 
pation in a great athletic contest that 
will test the spiritual strength of every 
believer. 

Paul’s great illustration of the Chris- 
tian life itself from the field of athletics 
is that of a race. He frequently mentions 
this illustration, and all that he says 
can be summarized under three prin- 
ciples. 

First of all, Paul says, know what the 
goal is and have that goal in mind. From

his own example he writes, “I press to- 
ward the mark for the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 
3:14), and again, “I therefore so run, 
not as uncertainly” (I Cor. 9:26). 

The second principle is, run to win. 
Paul exhorts us, “Know ye not that they 
which run in a race run all, but one re- 
ceiveth the prize? So run, that ye may 
obtain” (I Cor. 9:24). This was his own 
objective (I Cor. 9:27; Gal. 2:2; Phil. 
2:16). 

Third, he asserts, let nothing distract 
you from your goal. From his own ex- 
perience Paul says, “Forgetting those 
things which are behind” (Phil. 3:13). 
Similarly, Hebrews 12:1 urges the be- 
liever to “lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset.” Of the 
Galatian believers Paul asks, “Ye did 
run well; who did hinder you?” 

If these three principles are followed, 
victory is certain, as Paul himself illus- 
trated by his life for Christ (II Tim. 
£27; 8). 

The Christian life is a spiritual ath- 
letic contest which demands our best 
and challenges us as nothing else can. 
We don’t know the length of the race, 
whether marathon or sprint; but what- 
ever it be, God through Paul calls us to 
“run with steadfastness the race that is 
set before us” (Heb. 12:1). C’mon, be a 
sport—in the real sense of the word!

control of the biggest, richest, most com- 
plex enterprise the world has ever 
known...” 

How big? So big that it employs two 
and a half million civilians while three 
and a half million more are in active 
service in the armed forces. These two 
groups together, however, account for 
only about one-fourth of the total who 
receive checks from the U.S. treasury. 
Nearly 18 million other individuals are 
on the receiving end for one reason or 
another old people, veterans in 
school, farmers for conserving the soil, 
etc.

How complex? The government runs a 
vast insurance system ...a great fleet 
of cargo and passenger vessels ... air 
liners which circle the globe . . . banking 
operations to carry government guaran- 
tees back of loans and bank deposits... 
the growing atomic industry . ..a system 
of gigantic power projects... etc., etc. 

The President directs all of the gov- 
ernment’s great corporations. He can 
control the nation’s money by dominat- 
ing federal reserve policy. His immense 
spending power enables him to influence 
wage levels. His authority to say who is 
to be drafted for military service gives 
him control over the destinies of millions 
of young men. Bases of the military or- 
ganizations under his command circle 
the globe. He runs a war in Korea. His 
word controls billions in loans to coun- 
tries abroad, and influences policies in 
far-away countries. This is the official 
our country is about to name.

13), and is to obey all of its measures 
unless they are directly contrary to di- 
vine pronouncements, in which case the 
formula “we ought to obey God rather 
than men” (Acts 5:29) is decisive. Many, 
perhaps most, go further and conclude 
that in a democracy the right of fran- 
chise is a responsibility as well as a 
privilege, and therefore to be a good 
Christian ore must vote. Others feel that 
heavenly citizenship inakes them aliens 
here, and therefore they feel they lave 
no right to vote. 

It is not the purpose of this article to 
enter into this controversial issue, but 
rather to urge every Christian to look 
into the matter of his responsibility in 
connection with the coming election, and 
then to follow through with whatever he 
feels led of the Lord to do. 

Those who feel that to vote is to be- 
tray one’s heavenly citizenship will. at 
any rate, feel constrained to pray that 
—whoever is elected—the government of 
the U.S. may be conducted in such man- 
ner that God’s people may lead quiet and

Many shut-ins have very limited means, and though they have a great 
deal of time to read, often they run short of reading material. Christian 
magazines and periodicals are being collected and circulated among the 
shut-ins. 

Mrs. Helner and Mrs. Jamison can scarcely see. Young people who live in 
their neighborhood have promised to spend at least an hour a week reading 
to them. 

Once a month the young people plan to transcribe the Sunday morning 
worship service. They want the absent members to feel the joy of actually 
listening to a program from their own church. 

These young people know that “pure religion and undefiled before God 
and the Father is this, To visit the fatherless and widows in their afflic- 
tion .. .” (Jas. 1:27). 

A good admonition is this, “Go, thou, and do likewise!” 


Congratulations, young people, for an excellent idea and for doing some- 
thing with it! Now, how about your young people’s group? Let us know what 
your group is doing to help the work of the church.

Lets Gace It

What about the “owe no man anything” 
scripture? I'm enrolled in a Christian school, 
but am constantly behind in my bills. I'm 
working, but always need clothes, incidentals, 
etc. Where should | exercise the faith for 
the Lord to supply FIRST . . . my clothes 
or my bills?—A. G., Detroit, Mich. 


First, let us see what Paul meant in 
Romans 13:8 when he said, “Owe no man 
anything.” This command is a brief sum- 
mary of the exhortation in verse 7 to 
“render therefore to all their dues: 
tribute to whom tribute is due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honor to whom honor.” Thus the com- 
mand to “owe no man anything” covers 
more than monetary debts. It includes all 
phases of a Christian’s relationship to 
others, and is fulfilled in loving one an- 
other. It means that we must discharge 
all our obligations. 

Now, some Christians take this to be a 
strict command against any kind of 
financial indebtedness. If this is correct, 
it would be impossible, for example, to 
buy a house except by outright and com- 
plete payment. It would rule out a mort- 
gage. But this interpretation is not re- 
quired. Paul in his command is saying 
that the Christian is not to be under 
obligation to anyone. In financial matters 
this means that he is not to incur any 
debt which he does not intend, or is not 
able, to pay. In the example above, if 
the Christian has a mortgage and is 
making regular payments with a view 
to paying it off, he is not disobeying the 
principle of Paul’s teaching. It is a 
business transaction in which the credi- 
tor is satisfied with payment of interest 
on the loan. 

So much for the principle involved in 
Romans 13:8. Now for the practical ap- 
plication. The immediate problem seems 
to be twofold: (1) not having enough 
money to cover all expenses; (2) the 
best way to spend what money is avail- 
able. If a school bill for tuition or room 
rent is due, but the money is really 
needed (be sure that it is actually 
needed) for an overcoat, you should pre- 
sent your problem to the school so that 
some arrangement can be made—perhaps 
for partial payment and an extension of 
the bill. Never just ignore the bill with 
the idea that you can get by with letting 
it go. Schools are generally willing to help 
in special cases of this kind, but the mat- 
ter should be presented to them. If done 
in this way, the action would not run 
counter to Paul’s command, because you 
have shown you have intention to pay 
the bill by making arrangements to do 
So. 

But you say that you are constantly 
behind in your bills. It does not seem

LOVE VOU CAN TNE WITH 


First Sunday: What Is Real Love? 

“Love,” according to such popularly 
accepted authorities as books, magazines, 
movies and radio, is an uncontrollable, 
irrational attraction for one of the op- 
posite sex, be they married or single. 
Educating our young folks in the dif- 
ference between this flimsy counterfeit 
of love, and genuine, God-centered love 
is a job too big to be done in any month 
of programs, but here at least is a be- 
ginning. 

All love between persons of the op- 
posite sex is composed of two important 
parts. The first we'll label spiritual at- 
traction. It is composed of respect, ad- 
miration and genuine liking for the 
mind, soul, and spirit of the one with 
whom we are in love. This kind of at- 
traction grows out of acquaintance and 
companionship. It is the part of love 
that deepens and enriches a romance 
even into old age. 

The second part of love we'll call 
physical attraction. It is our response to 
the bodily presence of the opposite sex, 
based on eye appeal and sex appeal. Doc- 
tors tell us that this physical attraction 
and response is most powerful in the 
late teens, among our young people who 
too seldom are helped to understand the 
powerful emotions it produces, or given 
aid in controlling them. 

Experts claim that at the time of 
marriage the ideal ratio is 60 per cent 
spiritual attraction, 40 per cent physical 
attraction. As couples grow older P.A. 
naturally diminishes. If their S.A. for 
each other grows as it should, no vacuum 
appears; but if a romance has been 
based chiefly on P.A., its normal decline 
will create the pathetic kind of empti- 
ness seen everywhere in sO many mar- 
riages, Christian couples not excluded. 

It is almost impossible for those in 
love to consider their feelings objectively, 
much less to determine how much of 
their feelings are S.A. and how much 
P.A. How then can we help our young 
folks solve the problem of what is real, 
enduring love? It is a job that can only 
be started in this month, but a job which 
we can do more effectively if we keep 
these purposes in mind: 

1. To make plain these two different 
elements of love and their respective 
importance. 

2. To show young folks that too much 
of what masquerades as real love is 
nothing but short-lived physical attrac- 
tion. 

3. To help them see that even their 
best attempts to understand and control 
their emotions are not enough.

4. To lead them to know and look to 
God’s Word to teach them and guide 
them in these vital matters. 

5. To lead them in a close walk with 
the One who is the author of all true 
love. 

The love chapter, I Corinthians 13, 
was not written primarily for couples 
as a measure of true love, yet it is the 
best possible thermometer for measuring 
the enduring qualities that make for a 
real love affair. Have your group read 
this chapter together, preferably in a 





The topic this month will in- 
terest your young folks more than 
any other we will ever present, for 
who among them is not fascinated, 
whether openly or secretly, by the 
matter of love and marriage. As a 
matter of fact, the great bulk of 
their problems revolve around this 
subject in one way or another. 
This also is the area of our young 
folks’ lives where Satan _ scores 
many of his most devastating vic- 
tories. Much is written these days 
to help in the solution of these 
problems, but pitifully little from a 
Christian viewpoint, though that is 
the only really satisfactory view- 
point to take of love and marriage. 











modern translation; then promote a dis- 
cussion of verses 4-8 in relationship to 
real, lasting love. 

“The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked; who can 
know it?” says Jeremiah 17:9. So when 
our hearts tell us it’s really love, we 
dare not trust its verdict. If even our 
hearts trick us, who then can we look 
to and trust? The next verse, Jeremiah 
17:10, is our answer. Ask God to help 
you make it real in the lives of your 
young folks, along with Proverbs 3:5-7, 
and Psalm 37:3-5. 





Second Sunday: What Makes an 
Ideal Husband? 

Volumes are written today on this sub- 
ject, but none of it begins to compare 
with what Paul set forth in Ephesians 
5 as the ideal for model husbands. Here 
are some highlights of this passage as 
translated by J. B. Phillips in his Letters 
to Young Churches: 

“. , the husband is head of the wife 
in the same way that Christ is head of 
the Church ... this means that the hus- 
band must give his wife the same sort of 
love that Christ gave His Church, when 
He sacrificed Himself for her ... Men 
ought to give their wives the love they 
naturally have for their own bodies. The 
love a man gives his wife is the extend- 
ing of his love for himself to enfold her. 
Nobody hates or neglects his own body, 
he feeds it and looks after it... Let 
every one of you who is a husband love 
his wife as he loves himself.” 

I Peter 3:7: “You husbands should try 
to understand the wives you live with, 
honoring them as physically weaker yet 
equal heirs with you of the grace of 
eternal life. If you don’t do this, you 
will find it impossible to pray properly.” 

With Christ Himself given as the 
model for husbands to pattern them- 
selves after, there is much that can be 
said by way of group discussion as to 
what all that involves in day-to-day 
modern living. 


Third Sunday: What Makes an 
Ideal Wife? 

Again, though much is written today 
on ways to become the model wife, none 
of it comes up to the standard found 
in the Word of God. Proverbs 31:10-31 
is one of the best passages for your 
group to study. If a blackboard is avail- 
able, have them list on it the qualifica- 
tions named there for the model wife— 
trustworthiness, willingness, thriftiness, 
not lazy, sense of business, not a weak- 
ling, but with inner strength, etc. But 
be sure to let your young folks pick these 
out themselves, not using the words 
found in the chapter, but putting it in 
their own terms. Also introduce them to 
Proverbs 18:22 coupled with 19:14. 
I Peter 3:1-6 is worthy of real study also 
by your group. 


Fourth Sunday: What Makes an 
Ideal Christian Home? 

In preparation for this program, we 
suggest that two or three weeks ahead 
of time you assign your young folk, or 
a special program committee, to do some 
research. Have them look for and clip 
out everything they can find in maga- 
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zines and newspapers about the im- 
portance of home life to the life of the 
individual, the community, and the na- 
tion. If they do not find enough this 
way, assign them to collect this kind 
of information from their library. The 
Public Affairs Commission Incorporated, 
22 East 38th Street, New York 16, has 
available at a very small cost pamphlets 
on subjects related to the home. 

The night of the program have them 
present their material in an attractive 
display—not just a shabby pile of papers. 
Have one or two give a summary of what 
they found. Then be prepared to point 
out how the Christian husband and wife, 
following the pattern presented in the 
past two Sundays’ programs, are better 
equipped and more able to build the kind 
of home life which will fulfill the stand- 
ards set forth by authorities on the sub- 
ject. Point out that the failure of home 
life which is threatening our nation 
today is not due to lack of information, 
but lack of qualification and enablement 
—the very kind that Christians have at 
their command. 

For a very valuable presentation of 
the place of the home in witnessing and 
evangelism, we recommend the article 
“Go Home to Thy Friends.” by William 
F. Batt, in the May, 1952, issue of 
Eternity magazine. It contains some 
ideas that should be incorporated in 
your discussion of the Christian home.

peaceable lives in all godliness and hon- 
esty (I Tim. 2:2). Those who conclude 
that voting is not only a privilege but an 
obligation, need first of all to decide how 


to vote. Here again the decision must be 
made individually after intelligent con- 
sideration and definite prayer. Then 
make up your mind, regardless of who 
wins, to accept the verdict as God’s will 
and to pray that God will rule and over- 
rule so that His people may enjoy gov- 
ernmental protection in discharging 
their important duties and services. 

In view of the almost inconceivable 
power vested in the President of the 
United States, and in view of the pros- 
pect of a very close race—the closest 
since 1916—voting is serious business. 
Every Christian, young or old, should 
carefully and prayerfully determine what 
his responsibility is on election day, No- 
vember 4... and then fulfill it.

constantly unable to pay their debts. 
Here is the element of faith. We look to 
God to supply our needs and trust that 
He will do so. But again, let us be sure 
that we are handling our money wisely 
and not spending it for unnecessary 
things. If our real needs are not being 
met over a period of time, we must then 
take stock and re-examine our situation. 
Perhaps you should pray that God will 
open up an extra job, or some other job 
which will pay enough for you to meet 
your obligations. It might even be His 
will for you to stop school for a year and 
work full time. as many students have 
done. But chances are that if you con- 
scientiously re-examine your budget and 
strike off all the unnecessary items, then 
claim His promise to supply the rest. 
your bills will be paid and you might even 
get some of the “extras.”
